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JOURNAL OF THE COUNCIL, 


FARIBAULT, MINN., Wednesday June 11, 1884. 


The Twenty-Seventh Annual Council of the Diocese of Minnesota, 
convened in the Cathedrai Church of Our Merciful Saviour, Faribault, 
on St. Barnabas Day, Wednesday, 9 o’clock A. M., June 11, 1884. 

The opening services were Morning Prayer, Litany and Holy Com- 
munion. The sermon was delivered by the Rev. M. N. Gilbert, of St. 
Paul, from the text, 1 Cor. 16,138, ‘‘Stand fast in the faith.” 

After services the Rt. Rev., the Bishop, called the Council to order, 
and upon the calling of the roll of the Clergy, fifty answered to their 
names and took their seats in the Council. 

The roll of Parishes was then called, and the Rev. W. C. Pope, Rev. 
W.C. Sherman and Mr. A. M. Bailey were appointed as a committee to 
examine the credentials of lay delegates. 

On report of this committee a quorum was found present, when the 
Rt. Rev., the President, announced the following committees appointed 
for the ensuing year: 

On Legislation—Rev. Geo. W. Watson, D. D., Rey. J. 8. Kedney, D. D., 
Hon. E. T. Wilder, Hon. I. Atwater. 

On Finance—Rev. J. A. Gilfillan, R. Warner, H. T. Welles.

ing.

A recess was then taken till 2 P. M. 


WEDNESDAY, June 11, 2 P. M. 


Council reassembled and proceeded to the election of Secretary. The 
ballot was, on motion, dispensed with and the Rey. L. F. Cole was re- 
elected by acclamation. The Secretary then appointed Rev. A. D. Stowe 
Assistant Secretary. 

The election of Diocesan Treasurer being next in order, Capt. E. C. 
Bowen declined a re-election on the ground that his business for the 
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ensuing year would be such as to prevent him from attending to the 
duties of that office. | 

A ballot being taken, Mr. Henry P. Hoppin, of St. Paul, was elected 
Treasurer of the Diocese. | 

On motion, the ballot was dispensed with and Mr. EK. H. Holbrook, 
Jr., was re-elected Treasurer of the Episcopate Fund. 

The Rt. Rev., the Bishop, then read the report of the Secretary of 
the Board of Trustees of the Minnesota Church Foundation. (See 
Appendix.) 

On motion, the chair appointed as a Committee on Assessments, the 
Hon. H. T. Welles, Wm. Dawson, Judge Sessions, Rev. M. N. Gilbert, 
Rev. T. B. Wells, D. D. 

Capt. E. C. Bowen then read his report as Treasurer of the Diocese 
(See Appendix), which was referred to the Finance Committee. 

On motion of Rev. Mr. Sherman, it was 


Resolved, That the thanks of this council be tendered Capt. E. C. 
Bowen for the efficient manner in which he has discharged the duties of 
Diocesan Treasurer, and that we heartily assure him of our love and 
esteem. 

On motion of Rev. Mr. Pope, after a free discussion, it was, by a 
vote of 32 ayes and 28 noes, 

Resolved, That a committee be appointed to obtain, if possible, such 
legislation as will free parsonages from taxation. 

Rev. Mr. Thomas, with the unanimous consent of the council, made 
an explanation of his vote upon the above question, when the following 
committee was appointed by the chair: Rev. W. C. Pope, Rev. E. S. 
Thomas, Rev. M. N. Gilbert, Rev. H. W. Kittson. 

The following was then presented by Mr. A. M. Bailey and adopted 
by the council: 

WHEREAS, The great laxity of the present divorce law of this com- 
monwealth is rapidly undermining the sanctity of the family and destroy- 
ing all reverence for woman as a wife and mother, reducing her to a state 
akin to concubinage; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That this council enters its solemn protest against the 
longer continuance of the present law, and that the Bishop be requested 
to appoint a committee of seven, who, in connection with like committees 
appointed by other Christian bodies, be instructed to use all efforts possi- 
ble to secure at the next session of the Legislature the passage of a law 
which shall be more in keeping with our character as a Christian people. 

_ fesolved, That the Secretary of this council communicate this resolu- 
tion to the other Christian bodies in this State, requesting them to appoint 
hike committees to act in unison in effecting so desirable a change. 


The following committee was appointed: The Rt. Rev. Bishop 
Whipple, chairman, and the Revs. E. 8. Thomas, T. Walden, J. 8. Ked- 
ney, Judge Gilfillan, Judge Sessions, H. T. Welles, Gordon EK. Cole. 


The chair then appointed the following as examining chaplains: 
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Rev. E. S. Thomas, Rev. G. W. Watson, D. D., Rev. M. N. Gilbert, 
Rev. E. J. Cooke, Rev. T. B. Wells, D. D., Rev. G. v. Tanner, Rev. T. J. 
Brookes, Rev. T. Walden. 

And also the following as Deans: 

Rev. F. J. Hawley, D. D., of the Northern Convocation. 

Rev. T. B. Wells, D. D., of the Central Convocation. 

Rev. G. W. Watson, D. D., of the Eastern Convocation. 

Rey. Geo. C. Tanner, of the Western Convocation. 

The report of the Treasurer of the Episcopate Fund was then read and 
accepted. (See Appendix.) 

On motion the matter of arrears of assessments against St. Paul’s 
Church, Minneapolis, was referred to the Finance Committee for recom- 
mendation. 

On motion a committee was appointed to nominate a Board of Dioce- 
san Missions, as follows:

On motion the assessments against mission stations which were 
lately in charge of Rev. Chas. Rollitt, were remitted. 

On motion it was voted to hold the next Annual Cone cil in Fari- 
bault. 

The Rt. Rev. the President then presented a communication from 
the Secretary of the General Convention, as follows: 


THE GENERAL CONVENTION OF THE PROTESTANT 
EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 


To the Secretary of the Council of the Diocese of Minnesota: 


Sir: In compliance with the requirements of Article 9 of the Consti- 
tution, I would hereby officially make known, through you, to the Coun- 
cil of the Diocese of Minnesota, that the following alterations of the 
Constitution of the Church are proposed, to wit, those comprised in the 
two resolutions subjoined, said resolutions having been constitutionally 
adopted by a General Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church, 
held in the city of Philadelphia, Pa., in October, A. D. 18838, to wit: 

I. It was, by concurrent action of the two Houses of the Convention 
(vide Journal of Convention, pp. 240, 268, 279, 280), 

Resolved, That Articles 2 and 3 of the Constitution be amended by 
substituting the words ‘‘ House of Deputies” for the word ‘‘ Convention” 
in the fourteenth line of Article 2 of the Constitution as printed in the 
Digest of 1880, and that the words ‘* House of Deputies” be, in like man- 
ner, substituted for the word ‘*‘ Convention” in the twelfth line of Article 
3, aS printed above; so that the articles shall read as follows: 

ARTICLE 2. The Church in each Diocese shall be entitled to a 
representation of both the Clergy and the Laity. Such representation 
shall consist of not more than four Clergymen and four Laymen, commu- 
nicants in this Church, residents in the Diocese, and chosen in the manner 
prescribed by the Convention thereof; and in all questions when required 
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by the Clerical or Lay representation from any Diocese, each Order shall 
have one vote; and the majority of suffrages by Dioceses shall be conclu- 
sive in each Order, provided such majority comprehend a majority of the 

Dioceses represented in that order. The concurrence of both Orders shall 
be necessary to constitute a vote of the House of Deputies. If the Con- 
vention of any Diocese should neglect or decline to appoint Clerical Depu- 
ties, or if they should neglect or decline to appoint Lay Deputies, or if 
any of those of either Order appointed should neglect to attended, or be 
prevented by sickness or any other accident, such Diocese shall neverthe- 
less be considered as duly represented by such Deputy or Deputies as may 
attend, whether Lay or Clerical. And if, through the neglect of the Con- 
vention of any of the Churches which shall have adopted or may hereafter 
adopt this Constitution, no Deputies, either Lay or Clerical, should attend 
at any General Convention, the Church in such Diocese shall nevertheless 
be bound by the acts of such Convention. 

ARTICLE 3. The Bishops of this Church, when there shall be three 
or more, shall, whenever General Conventions are held, form a separate 
House, with a right to originate and propose acts for the concurrence of 
the House of Deputies composed of Clergy and Laity; and when any pro- 
posed act shall have passed. the House of Deputies, the same shall be 
transmitted to the House of Bishops, who shall have a negative thereupon; 
and all acts of the Convention shall be authenticated by both Houses. And 
in all cases the House of Bishops shall signify to the House of Deputies their 
approbation or disapprobation (the latter with their reasons in writing), 
within three days after the proposed act shall have been reported to them 
for concurrence; and, in failure thereof, it shall have the operation of a 
law. But until there shall be three or more Bishops, as aforesaid, any 
Bishop attending a General Convention shall be a member ez officio, and 
shall vote with the Clerical Deputies of the Diocese to which he belongs; 
and a Bishop shall then preside. 

II. It was by concurrent action of the two Houses of Convention 
(vide Journal of Convention, pp. 130, 273, 274, 300-303),— 

Resolved, That Article 4 of the Constitution be amended by striking 

out the word ‘‘and”’ in the third line of said Article, and inserting in place 
thereof the words following: 

. ** Provided, That when a Missionary Jurisdiction shall be organized 
as a Diocese, the Bishop of such Jurisdiction shall become the Bishop of 
the new Diocese; and 

** Provided, further, That when a part of a Missionary Jurisdiction 
Shall be organized as a new Diocese, the Bishop of such Jurisdiction shall 
become the Bishop of the new Diocese, or, at his election, remain the 
Bishop of that part of such Jurisdiction not included in the new Diocese’’; 
and leaving the residue of the said Article to stand as an independent 
paragraph; 

So that the Article shall read as follows: 

ARTICLE 4. The Bishop or Bishopsin every Diocese shall be chosen 
agreeably to such rules as shall be fixed by the Convention of that Diocese; 
Provided, That, when a Missionary Jurisdiction shall be organized as a 
Diocese, the Bishop of such Jurisdiction shall become the Bishop of the 
new Diocese; and Provided, further, That, when a part of a Missionary 
Jurisdiction shall be organized as a new Diocese, the Bishop of such 
Jurisdiction shall become the Bishop of the new Diocese, or, at his elec- 
tion, remain the Bishop of that part of such Jurisdiction not included in 
the new Diocese. 
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Every Bishop of this Church shall confine the exercise of his Episco- 
pal Office to his proper Diocese, unless requested to ordain, or confirm, or 
perform any other act of the Episcopal Office in another Diocese by the 
Ecclesiastical Authority thereof.

Resolved, That this Convention, through its deputies, memorialize the 
next General Convention in favor of a restoration in ‘* The Order for the 
Administration of the Lord’s Supper or Holy Communion ” of so much 
‘of its old congruity as may be effected by replacing the so-called Lesser 
Exhortation, Confession, Absolution, Comfortable Words and Prayer of 
Humble Access, after the Prayer of Consecration, and immediately be- 
fore the reception and distribution of the Elements.

The Committee on Finance, to whom was referred the several reports, 
of the Treasurer of the Episcopate Fund, the Treasurer of the Minnesota 
Church Foundation, and the Treasurer of the Diocesan Missions Fund, 
and of the Council Fund, respectfully report: that the said reports appear 
to be correct. The salary of the Bishop has been paid to date, and there 
is a balance in the treasury of $554.37. The amount of former assess- 
ments prior to 1888, that remain unpaid, is $178.65, and.the amount of 
assessments made in 1883 and unpaid is $182.50. 

The net income of the property of the Minnesota Church Foundation, 
which has been paid over to the Treasurer of the Episcopate Fund during 
the last year, is $1086.75. 

The amount received on account of the Diocesan Mission Fund during 
the year is $3227.79. This added to the balance on hand at date of last 
report of $148.74 makes $3376.53. 

The amount disbursed is $3214.49; leaving a balance i in the treasury 
of $162.04. 

The amount received on account of the Aged and Infirm Clergy 
Fund from all sources, including the amount due and collected from the 
estate of Lorenzo Allis, Esq., deceased, is $2488.94. Of this amount 
there has been deposited in the Farmers’ and Mechanics’ Savings Bank of 
Minneapolis, by order of the Standing Committee, $1500; paid out to 
Clergymen by order of the same committee, $509; leaving a balance on 
hand of $429.94. 

The amount received on account of the Council Fund during the 
year is $381.57, which includes the balance on hand at date of last report. 
The amount disbursed is $880.20. In treasury $1.37. 

The several Treasurers are to be commended for the excellent neat- 
ness and accuracy of their reports, and for the faithful manner in which 
they have performed their duties.

upon the subject should be submitted to the committee before any changes 
are made.

Three meetings of the Board have been held during the year one in 
Faribault and two in St. Paul. The missionaries elected and assisted 
by the Board number seventeen. 

The Rev. W. R. Powell, Rev. S. K. Miller and Rev. E. G. Hunter 
have to the great regret of the Board removed from the Diocese. They 
were among the oldest and most faithful Diocesan missionaries and their 
loss will be greatly felt. 

The Board urges upon missionaries, in the event of their departure 
from any given field, to send to the Treasurer of the Diocese the name of 
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some interested and responsible person to whom the matter of raising the 
assessments and apportionments upon. said station may be referred. 
Efforts were made by the Deans of three of the Convocations to evoke 
more local support from the stations themselves with but little success. 
It is hoped that continued efforts will be made during the coming year. 
The total apportionment for the year was $3,796; total receipts there- 
from, $3,011.42; receipts from delinquencies of preceding year, $216.37, 
making total receipts $3,227.79. Balance on hand June 10, 1884, $162.04.

THE BISHOP'S ADDRESS BEFORE THE TWENTY-SEVENTH 


ANNUAL COUNCIL OF THE DIOCESE OF MINNESOTA. 


BELOVED FRIENDS: I hardly know how to clothe in words my 
thoughts to-day. Twenty-five years ago I was elected your Bishop. The 
unexpected call was a marked Providence of God. I was an unknown 
stranger in the Diocese. T’wo honored Presbyters had been selected as 
candidates for this holy office. The clergy twice selected one who was 
every way fitted for the trust. The laity failed to confirm their choice. 
The clergy retired for counsel and prayer. One ballot had been cast for 
myself. The conference wasended. They knelt in prayer. They agreed 
that if anyone received a majority on an informal ballot, his name should 
‘be presented as the choice of the clergy. The informal ballot was taken. 
I was chosen. The clergy presented my name to the council. The laity 
retired for conference. They unanimeusly confirmed the choice of the 
ciergy. I waselected. I can never forget the searchings of my heart 
when I received the tidings. My Diocesan, Bishop Whitehouse. and one 
who had been to me as a father, Bishop DeLancey, convinced me that 
the call was from God. I accepted it and was consecrated the first Bishop 
of Minnesota in St.. James Church, Richmond, Va., October 13, 1859. 
The Rt. Rev. Jackson Kemper, D. D.; was the presiding Bishop The 
The Rt. Rev. George Burgess, D. D., preached the sermon. The Rt. Rev. 
W.H. DeLancey, D. D., and the Rt. Rev. H. I. Whitehouse, D. D., were 
the presenters. The Rt. Rev. N. H. Cobbs, D. D., the Rt. Rev. H. W. 
Lee, D. D., the Rt. Rev. T. M. Clark, D. D., the Rt. Rev. T. F. Scott, 
D. D., the Rt. Rev. 8. Bowman, D. D., united in the consecration. The 
Rev. W. D. Wilson, D. D., my theological teacher, and the Rev. A. B. 
Paterson, D. D., of St. Paul, were the attending Presbyters. I wrote 
from Richmond to secure a residence in St. Paul; failing to do this, my 
family remained in Chicago for the winter. During the fall and winter I 
visited every parish and mission in the Diocese, and selected Faribault 
as a residence, because the citizens offered me a home. This choice 
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seemed providential. The Rev. J. Lloyd Breck and the Rev. S. W. 
Manney had commenced in Faribault the work of Christian edu- 
cation. They desired the Bishop to be its head. It was a day 
of small things. The Church had secured fifteen acres of land near 
the site of Shattuck School; ten acres, a part of the present grounds of ° 
Seabury, and one lot opposite the public park, on which there was a rude 
chapel; two lots, on which there was a small cottage, occupied by Prof. 8. 
W. Manney. A parish school was kept in the chapel, under the charge 
of two candidates for orders, George C. Tanner and James Dobbin, 
assisted by Miss Mary J. Mills and Mary Leigh. Our Divinity College 
was in the one-story wood building which still stands on the Seabury 
grounds. Wehad no endowments; we were in debt for a part of the pur- 
chase of these sites. The meager salaries of professors and teachers (of 
which the largest was $500) came from the offerings of friends. You will 
smile when I tell you that these rude beginnings were known as the Sea- 
bury University. Oxford never had more joyous commemorations than 
our annual anniversaries. The people came from far and near. The 
bright, happy faces of children, the stirring music of the village band, the 
hearty words of speakers, and the open-handed hospitality of citizens, 
made our Commencement a gala day. There is an unwritten history ot 
faith and love inwrought in every building erected here. We made the 
plan, we laid the corner-stone, with prayer; and then worked and waited 
until the building was finished. Bishop never had better helpers. James — 
Lloyd Breck was the ‘‘Apostle of the wilderness.” He was a sanguine, 
believing man. Hesaw the Faribault of to-day before one stone was laid 
upon another. He was the best of pastors. He wasarare shepherd. He 
was a leader whose words none would dare to question. In some elements 
of character he was one of the greatest men I have known. Rey. Solon 
W. Manney was a thoughtful scholar. He was always sure of his foun- 
dations. He was a wise builder. He was never taken unawares. He 
never lost his head. He was always a wise counsellor. Our schools and 
missions were united as one work. There.was no division of labor. The 
theological professor not only taught Divinity, Hebrew, Greek, Ecclesias- 
tical History and Common Law, he was a missionary to several outside | 
stations. I look back with wonder at the work done by those faithful 
men. . 
These were the happiest days of my Episcopate. There were no rail- 
ways in Minnesota. I drove my faithful Bashaw three thousand miles 
each year. You will not blame me for loving memories of that dumb 
missionary who carried me nearly thirty thousand milesin my Western 
work. He again and again saved my life in winter storms by his watch- 
fulness and fidelity to duty. We had in 1859 churches or chapels in St. 
Paul, Minneapolis, St. Anthony Falls, Stillwater, Hastings, Red Wing,

Shakopee, St. Peter, St. Cloud, Sauk Rapids, Gull Lake, Hassan, Chan- 
hassan and Faribault. Most of these have been enlarged or rebuilt. 
Services were held in school houses or public halls where there were no 
churches. They were always crowded. No king ever received warmer 
welcomes or more openhanded hospitality than your Bishop from the 
people of the border. There were hardships and sometimes peril when 
lost on the prairie in winter storm, but the love of clergy and people 
made the Bishop’s life, the happiest life on ear.h, 

July 16, 1862, 1 laid the corner stone of the Cathedral of our Mer- 
ciful Saviour. The following day I laid the corner stone of our first 
Seabury [fall on the grounds of Shattuck School. The death of Mrs. 
Breck led us to link this Providence with the erection of a house of 
God to be thocenter of our work. It was the first building erected in 
the United States for a Bishop’s church. The first day Breck, Wil- 
coxon and Merrick stood on Minnesota soil they celebrated the Holy 
Communion on the bluffs back of La Crescent. Since that day this 
blessed feast has been celebrated on every Lord’s day in Minnesota. 

The day I laid this corner stone I recall the incredulous looks of some 
who heard me, as I told them that the time would come when -these 
bluffs would be crowned with Christian schools, and the name of Fari- 
bault be a household word throughout the church. These were troublous 
times. ‘he country was desolated by civil war. We had hardly com- 
menced this work before Minnesota was visited by an awful Indian mas- 
sacre, in which eight hundred citizens perished. In one week our Indian 
missions were destroyed, and the work of years blasted. The times grew 
worse. Many said as of old, in the morning, ‘‘would God it were even- 
ing,” and in the evening, ‘‘would God it were morning.”” Our schools 
and missions were crippled for lack of means. It is a miracle of God’s 
goodness that we did not give up in despair. I only remember once that 
my heart failed me. One day I sat in my study, the unbidden tears steal- 
ing down my cheeks; one of our professors entered the door. I saw in 
his tell-tale face, despair. I sprang to my feet and said, ‘‘don’t tell me, 
brother; let us kneel in prayer.” We did pray; we arose; without one 
word he threw his arms around my neck and kissed me and went away, 
That was the nearest to failure of any event in the history of Faribault. 
‘In the fall of 1863 Seabury Hall was finished. The Divinity School and 
its preparatory department were in this building. In 1865 we organized 
Shattuck Schoo]. It was named after the kind friend who gave us the 
means to begin the work, Dr. George C. Shattuck, of Boston, Mass. The 
school was opened in the Bonu Seminary hall, which was under the 
temporary charge of Rev: E. $8. Thomas, one of its professors. He was 
succeeded by Rey. J. Lloyd gees as Dean of the schools. On his re- 
moval to California, in 1867, the Rev. James Dobbin became the Rector 
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of the school. The Shattuck Hall was erected in 1868. For seventeen 
years our brother has given to this school the watchful care of a loyal, 
loving heart. The Rev. George C. Tanner was our first Rector, and I 
believe it is to his ripe scholarship that we owe the high standard of 
excellence which has given Shattuck School its honored name. Parents 
and teachers often grieve over the sad influences of college life upon 
Christian boys, but I cannot recall one of our Shattuck sons whose eol- 
lege life has brought dishonor to our school. In 1866 I opened a girls’ 
school in my own bouse. St. Mary’s Hall is due to the faithful wife who 
_ all these years has been my best counsellor. Miss Sarah P. Darlington, 
of blessed memory, her associates and their successors, made the school 
what it is to-day, everywhere honored for its work for womanhood. 


On Thanksgiving Day, 1872, while we were kneeling in the Cath- 
edral by the Lord’s table, our Seabury Hall was burned. It was a 
blessing in sorrow. The time had come to separate our schools. To de 
this we must build two new halls; one for Seabury and one for Shat- 
tuck School. Strong hands and warm hearts who had never failed me 
were ready to commence the work we had hitherto builded by day’s 
labor. My health was broken and I was unable to superintend this 
new work. We had insurance money and good subscriptions, $30,000. 
We thought that the whole amount could be secured before it was needed. 
The contracts were let. In 1873 there was a financial panic. If we 
suspended the work, we were liable for damages. If we went on we 
must incur heavy debts. We did go on and for years we staggered 
under this burden. I mention this that I may put on record the fact 
that the trustees and a few faithful friends of ‘‘the Seabury Mission in 
Minnesota,” paid this debt of thirty thousand dollars. I doubt if any 
Diocese in the United States can show such a record of confidence and 
love. In 1880 we completed Manney Hall. In 1883 we finished our new 
St. Mary’s Hall... As I look back on this history, I do not know how te 
express my gratitude tc God and to the loving souls who for twenty- 
five years have staid up my hands and cheered my heart. ‘*The Lord 
reward them in that day.” I must not forget to tell you how faithfully 
the citizens of Faribault have fulfilled the pledge which they made at my 
first visit. They have always exhibited a great pride in these schools, 
and have always been ready with willing hands and hearts to aid me 
in this work. I donot remember one word spoken which, dying, I could | 
wish to blot out. The Faribault schools are not my work. All that lL 
have done has been to see that whoever was placed in any trust should 
be free from all outside interference and have my hearty co-operation 
and support. It isarule of our trustees that all legacies shall be sacredly 
kept for permanent endowment. ‘Those who wish to set apart a 
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portion of their estate for God cannot find men who will more wisely ad- 
minister this sacred trust. 

Of those present at my first council in Minneapolis, Gear, Paterson, 
Vaningen, Breck, Manney, Sweet, Evans, Fitch, Olds and Russell of 
the clergy, have entered into rest. Chamberlaine,Gray, Welles, Peake, 
Livermore and Knickerbacker have been called tu other fields. The 
Rev. Timothy Wilcoxson and the Rev. Charles Woodward are disabled. 
The Indian Deacon, Rev. J. J. Emmegahbowh, is the senior Presbyter, 
the only living representative of the clergy of that council, now actively 
engaged in Diocesan work. Of the laity of that council Rees, Parker, 
Ames, Chrismas Bowman, Hawley, ;Gilbert, Blakeman, Markham and 
Adams have gone to the other land. H.T. Welles, Isaac Atwater, E. T. 
Wilder and J. P. Pond are the only laymen of that council who are with 
us to-day. 

Since I came to Minnesota churches have been builded at Winona, 
Wabasha, Lake City, Frontenac, Red Wing, Belle Creek, Hastings, Still- 
water, Duluth, Brainerd, Detroit, White Earth, Mentor, Crookston, St. 
Vincent, Pembina Indian Settlement, Otter Tail, two at Red Lake, Cass 
Lake, Leech Lake, Fergus Falls, Alexandria, Sauk Center, Melrose, 
Anoka, Elk River, six in Minneapolis, six in St. Paul, Howard Lake, 
Litchfield, Willmar, Benson, Morris, Brown’s Valley, Ortonville, Apple- 
ton, Glencoe, Shakopee, Belle Plaine, Henderson, Le Sueur, Cordova, St. 
Peter, Redwood Falls, Mankato, ‘Crystal Lake, St. James, Windom, 
Worthington, Slayton, Waterville, Janesville, Wilton, Waseca, Owatonna, 
Blooming Prairie, Austin, Mantorville, Eden Prairie, Pine Island, Zum- 
brota, Rochester, Chatfield, St. Charles, Stockton, Fairmont, Blue Earth 
City, Wells, Albert Lea, Rushford, Houston, Caledonia, Brownsville, 
Cathedral and two chapels at Faribault, Morristown, Warsaw, Roberds 
Lake, Cannon City, Excelsior, Kenyon, White Bear Lake, Rush City, 
Oak Grove, Cannon Falls, Farmington, Point Douglas, Dundas, North 
field, Basswood Grove, Little Falls, Royalton, Bellewood, North Branch. 
One hundred and six churches and chapels. 

Parsonages have been erected in Stillwater, North Branch, Red 
Wing, Brainerd, Wadena, White Earth, Moorhead, Alexandria, Sauk 
Center, St. Cloud, Anoka, Northfield, Cannon Falls, Benson, Le Sueur, 
Shakopee, Austin, Blue Earth City, Windom, Litchfield, Willmar, Janes- 
ville, St. Vincent, Wabasha, three in St. Paul and four in Minneapolis, 
in all, thirty-one. | 

The Church has hospitals in Minneapolis, St. Paul, Duluth and White 
Earth. The churchwomen of St. Paul and Minneapolis have opened 
“The Sheltering Arms’”’ for Christ’s little ones. It is under the care of 
Sister Annette. All honor to those who are thus providing for the suf- 
fering kinfolk of our blessed Lord. 
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The Bishop Whipple School, Moorhead, founded by Rev. Thos. E. 
Dickey, is winning an honored name, and is every way worthy of the 
confidence of its patrons. 

The record of my official work for the past twenty-five years is as 
follows: | 

I have preached and delivered 6,000'sermons and addresses, confirmed 
9,263, baptized 708 infants and 8,308 adults, celebrated the Holy Com- 
munion 978 times, buried 80 persons, performed 72 marriages, ordained 
86 deacons and 67 priests. 

A very large number of those who have been confirmed have re- 
moved to other western fields. This restless spirit is the greatest hin- 
drance to our work. It breaks up local attachments, sunders family, 
social and spiritual bonds. 

In 1859 there were nearly twenty thousand Indians in Minnesota. 
In 1857 Rev. J. Lloyd Breck was driven from the mission at Leech Lake 
by drunken savages. It was a great sorrow, but God overruled it for 
good. It led to the foundation of these Faribault schools. Tse Indian 
Deacon Emmegahbowh still resided with his people at Gull Lake. The 
mission was under the charge of Rev. E. 8. Peake, who resided at Crow 
Wing, Our Indian affairs were at their worst estate. The funds so 
liberally provided by the government were wasted or stolen. The deadly 
fire water flowed freely, The evil example of bad white men had dragged 
the poor Indians down to a depth of sorrow their heathen fathers had 
not known. Disease and death held a carnival in every Indian village. 
I shall never forget the awful sights which met my eyes at my first visit 
to Gull Lake. A dead Indian was lying by the roadside, a few miles 
from the agency. I saw bruised and bleeding men suffering from the 
wounds received in a drunken fight. An Indian mother was scraping 
the inner bark of the pine tree to satisfy the gnawing of the hunger of 
her starving babes. We found at the mission a crowd of squalid 
wretches whose rags did not cover their nakedness, and yet in their help- 
lessness and woe they listened to my words as if I was a messenger from 
Heaven, 

A few months later I visited the lower Sioux agency. The Presby- 
terians had a mission among the upper Sioux. Wabasha, Wakean, Washta 
and Taope held a conference with me. I can see their upturned faces as 
they told the over-true story of their wrongs. The condition of affairs is 
seen in the fact that over $40,000 of Indian money had been expended for 
schools. There was no school building, no school, and not one Indian 
child had been taught to read. The Sioux had suffered less than the 
Chippeways, but there was then the smouldering fire of hatred which 
burst forth in the massacre of 1862. 

The outlook for Indian missions was very dark. Other religious 
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bodies had established missions among the Chippeways; but all had been 
abandoned. Friends advised me not to have anything to do with Indian 
missions. A brother Bishop urged me not to speak of this work in any 
missionary address. Dark as it was, I knew that He who died for me 
died for them. I resolved, God being my helper, that it should never be 
said that the first Bishop of Minnesota had turned his back on the heathen 
whom God had placed at his door. For years there was much irritation 
and hatred of the Indians. I was compelled to antagonize this feeling in 
their defense. They poured their tale of sorrows into my ears. The 
knowledge of the wrongs which lay behind our Indian wars forced me to 
be their defender. Once, without my knowledge, Congress placed large 
sums in my hands for Indians, hundreds of miles from my home, in Da- 
cotah. It added heavy burdens to my cares, and called down on me much 
censure and some hatred. As I look back on these years, I wonder that 
the Diocese never faltered in my support, that whatever were the indi- 
vidual opinions of churchmen as to the vexed Indian question, the Dio- 
cese always stayed up my hands. } 

I thank you for my own sake, for the sake of these poor souls, and 
most I thank you for His sake who is the helper of the helpless. Our 
Indian system has not been reformed, but there is the difference between 
daylight and midnight in its administration. God has raised up many 
noble men and women to battle for the Indians’ rights. It is not neces- 
sary now that I should keep myself before the public as their defender. 
This {ndian work has given me much anxiety and some sorrow. I have 
sometimes wept as did St. Paul over the poor souls who have returned 
‘tas the sow that was washed to her wallowing in the mire.’”? No work 
has given me more joy or brought more blessed rewards. Many whom I 
- first met as painted savages are to-day civilized Christian men. Many 
are to day with our loved ones in Paradise. In the blessed hopes of the 
other home is the thought that I shall meet many of those red men in 
that company which no man can number, whose robes have been washed 
white in the blood of the Lamb. 

When I came to the Diocese there was no organized work. Christian 
efforts had not erystalized into systematic plans. Strong men of marked 
individuality differed as to plans and methods. The Diocese was not a 
city at unity with itself. I tried to heal all differences with love. It is 
a grateful thought that, however brethren differed from me in those 
stormy days, there is not one living or dead who did not give me his con- 
fidence and love. I can see many mistakes, but I have tried to give to 
my flock a father’s love. 

Since my consecration thirty-nine bishops have entered into rest. 
Bishops Brownell, Onderdonk, Meade, Hopkins, McIlvaine, Otey, Kem- 
per, Polk, DeLancey, Whittingham, Elliot, Johns, Eastburn, Chase, 
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Cobbs, Hawks, Boone, Potter, Burgess, Upfold, Payne, Ruthledge, 
Whitehouse, Davis, Atkinson, Scott, Lee, Bowman, Odenheimer, Talbot, 
Wilmer, Clarkson, Randall, Kerfoot, Armitage, Pinkney, Auer and our 
venerable Primus Bishop Smith have finished their course on earth. In 
1859 I was the youngest member of. the house of bishops. Iam now the 
ninth in seniority. Since our last Diocesan council our beloved brother 
Rev. George L. Chase, D. D., has entered into rest. He was as my own 
son. For twenty years he has been my fellow laborer: He was a ripe 
scholar, a clear thinker, a gentleman, a loyal churchman and a devout 
Christian. He is endeared to the Diocese, not only for his missionary 
labors, but most for his wise administration as the warden of Seabury 
Hall. This Eastertide we all mourned the death of. the Rt. Rev. Robert 
H. Clarkson, D. D., the Bishop of Nebraska. He was my friend for 
thirty years. He was my fellow Presbyter in Chicago. For almost nine- 
teen years he was my brother Bishop in adjoining Dioceses. Each year 
our love deepened. I shall mourn his loss until we meet in Paradise. 

Our last general convention was the centennial of our branch of the 
Church. One hundred years ago a shepherdless flock met to elect the 
first American Bishop. No parish in America had ever been blessed by 
the presence and counsel of its chief pastor. No child of the church in 
America had ever received confirmation. It was a large hearted faith 
which sent Samuel Seabury across the Atlantic to seek consecration. It 
was an omen full of promise to a missionary church that our first Bishop 
received his consecration from the Free Church of Scotland. It was the 
large hearted faith of this despised branch of the church which led the 
Church of England to unite in this Episcopate. From that day the 
Anglo Saxon Church has been the nursing mother of colonial and mis- 
sionary churches throughout the world. Time would fail me to tell the | 
story inwrought in the lives of White, Seabury, Griswold, Hobart, De 
Lancey, Kemper, Elliot, Otey and a host of others who were among the 
noblest and bravest Bishops of the Church of God. One hundred years 
ago there were a few scattered parishes and missions along the Atlantic 
coast, and strangers knew the church of our love as ‘‘a sect everywhere 
spoken against.”? ‘To-day there is a bishop in every State and Territory 
of our country. The church’s voice is heard in the miner’s camp, the 
wigwam of the Indian and the school house on the borders; and brave 
Heralds of the Cross are in the forefront of that mighty movement which 
is peopling the West with millions of souls. 

This century has been the missionary age of the Church. Lands un- 
known to civilization or surrounded by impenetrable barriers have been 
opened to Christian effort, and to-day there is no land on earth where we 
may not carry the Gospel of Christ. No age has witnessed more blessed 
results from Christian labors. Time would fail me to tell the story. In 
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Greece, in India, in Japan, in China, in Africa, in Polynesia, abundant 
rewards have followed missions. World-wide there are signs and tokens 
of the coming of the Kingdom of Jesus Christ Our King. Not less 
marvelous has been the influence of our beloved Church in the United 
States. Placed in a land shattered by sects; hedges builded everywhere 
in the Lord’s garden; it was Her mission to show Christian folk that the 
things about which they differed were not the things necessary to be be- 
lieved for salvation, and that the things in which they agreed were the 
truths of the Catholic Faith. In a time of unbelief She has strengthened 
doubting hearts by the testimony of a historical Church. She has pre- 
sented to men the facts of Christian doctrine and not the theories of men 
about these facts. She preaches the fact of an atonement, but has no 
philosophy about an atonement. She does not explain what God has not 
explained. She receives men into the Kingdom of God and celebrates 
Holy Sacraments as they were administered for a thousand years after 
our Lord ascended into Heaven, before there was any east and west in 
the Church of God. In presenting Catholic faith, in using Catholic 
worship, in preserving Catholic orders she bears witness to the precious 
heritage which she has received from the Primitive and Apostolic Church. 
She sits in judgment upon none who love the Lord Jesus in sincerity and 
truth. In sorrow she remembers that the blame of these separations does 
not lie at any one door. If one has sinned by self-will, the other has 
sinned as deeply by lack of charity and love. She has no human eiren- 
icon to harmonize rival creeds. She has no mortar to daub over unseemly 
rents. She maintains as the Catholic Church has always maintained the 
validity of all Christian baptism in the name of the Father, the Son and 
the Holy Ghost. She teaches as the Catholic Church has ever taught 
that the faith which justifies the sinner before God is faith in the incar- 
- nate Son of God, the Saviour of the world. She teaches, as the Catholic 
Church has always taught, that the Blessed Comforter, the Holy Ghost, 
creates us anew in Christ Jesus and keeps up the life current between 
Disciples on earth and their ascended Lord in Heaven. This faith, as 
set forth in the Apostles’ creed is her condition of Christian fellowship. 
In holding up these truths which underlie the possibility of the reunion 
of Christendom, the Church bears the olive branch of God’s peace and 
says to all who have been baptised unto Christ, ‘‘ Sirs, ye are brethren.” 

Brethren, these may seem day dreams to some, but they are truths 
very dear to your bishop’s heart. I yield to no man in my love for the 
church. I love it as the home our Lord gave for weary sin sick souls. I 
love it because her message is always about Jesus Christ. I love it be- 
cause her Catholicity is broad enough for all who love the Savior. This 
divided Christianity cannot conquer the world. The day will come when 
Christian men will, in Christ’s love, love all whom he loves. The spirit 
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of God will be poured out in the latter days—every root of bitterness and 
every hedge of man’s building will be taken away, that His Divine 
prayer, ‘‘that they all may be one,’’ may be answered; and then the world 
will be redeemed. 

During the past few years my health has been broken. It has sadly 
interfered with the work of the Diocese. You have been very patient; 
you have been more than kind. Each year you have asked me to seek 
rest in a milder clime. The past year has been to me clouded by sorrow. 
I suspended my summer visitation to go to the death bed of my son-in- 
law in New Mexico. After the general convention sickness prevented 
winter work. During my absence from the Diocese a beloved grandchild 
died. Ireturned home with a sick daughter, and was summoned from 
my visitation to her death bed. This year I have laid three of my loved 
ones in God’s acre. I recognize in these sorrows a Father’s hand. I 
know that he is leading me by the best road for me to walk in to the 
other home. 

At a time when you need all of a bishop’s care I am broken in health. 
The division of the Diocese will not bring the needed relief. If the Dio- 
cese is divided, you would have very soon (if my life is spared) to pro- 
vide for the support of three bishops. The only relief is by election of 
an Assistant Bishop. I have shrunk from asking it until it Seemed an 
absolute necessity. The Diocese may not have expected this question 
to come up at this council. It may be that lay representatives are ab- 
sent who have the right to participate in its consideration. 

There are grave questions for us to consider. The support of an 
Assistant Bishop ought to be provided before his election. The plan of 
assessments is a hindrance to all work. In weak parishes and mis- 
sions the burden falls upon the missionary. The assessment for the 
bishops support often comes out of his scanty stijend. No effort has 
been made in the Diocese to secure an endowment for the Episcopate. 
There are generous laymen who will feel that the time has come to se- 
cure such endowment. I leave the whole question to your wise deci- 
sion. 

I have no wish to avoid work. While I live I will gladly spend and 
be spent for you. If an Assistant Bishop be chosen, I may be able to do 
much for our educational and elemosynary institutions. These endow- 
ments ought to be secured before I am called away that the work which 
you have so well begun may be our children’s inheritance forever. One 
request Ido make. If you decide to elect an Assistant Bishop, ask God to: 
show you whom He has chosen. Oncechosen, give to him as you have 
given to me a love unclouded by a doubt. 

The record of my official acts this year is as follows: I have preached 
and delivered 190 sermons and addresses; celebrated the Holy Commu- 
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nion 25 times ; baptized 9 children and 16 adults; confirmed 420 persons; 
ordained 3 priests and 2 deacons; consecrated 1 church; celebrated 1 
marriage and officiated at 4 burials. Of those confirmed 23 were con- 
firmed by Bishop Welles and 79 by Bishop Walker. The Rt. Rev. W. D. 
Walker, D. D., with a brother’s love, took my visitation when I was 
called to the death bed of my child. I knownot how to express my grati- 
tude for his generous service. My good brother Bishop Welles held con- 
firmation for me at Minneapolis while I was absent in New Mexico. I 
have transferred the Rev. William D. Powell to Oregon; Rey. Charles T. 
Coer to Western New York; Rev. E. G. Hunter to Indiana; Rev. S. K. 
Miller to Albany; Rev. J. E. Higgins to Iowa; Rev. Geo. H. Mueller to 
Colorado ; Rev. Norman Jefferson to Western Michigan; Rev. H. L. 
Gamble to Ohio. 

[I have received by ae Rev. Norman Jefferson and Rev. 
Caleb Benham. I have received by letter dismissory, Rev. P. A. John- 
son, from the Diocese of Arkansas; Rev. John W. Prosser, from the Dio- 
cese of Michigan; Rev. Anson R. Graves, from Diocese of Vermont; Rev. 
Richard Noyes Avery, from Diocese of Western Michigan; Rev. H. L. 
Gamble, from missionary jurisdiction of New Mexico; Rev. Lucius Water- 
man, from Diocese of New Hampshire; Rev. Charles A. Poole, from Dio- 
cese of Central New York; Rev. Alfred Osborne, from Diocese of Rupert’s 
Land, Manitoba; Rey. T. M. Villiers Appleby, from Diocese of Algoma, 
Canada. 

June 17, 1883, I ordained Rev. E. A. Bazett Jones, priest; and 
Norman Jefferson and Caleb Benham were the same day ordained dea- 
cons. November 30, 1883, I ordained Caleb Benham priest. December 
9, 1888, 1 ordained Rev. Reuben E. Metcalf priest. I have admitted 
_ Robert Coles. Benjamin P. Runkle and C. H. Voorhis, candidates for 

priest’s orders. I have transferred Benjamin P. Runkle to the Diocese 
of Indiana. Our brother C. H. Voorhis has entered into the rest of the 
people of God. He was with us only a few months, but he won my love 
by his earnest zeal and devoted life. Frederick William Kellogg, one of 
our postulants, and a son of Shattuck School, is dead. The Diocese has 
never lost a youth of greater promise. 

- Our present postulants are, John W. Graves, Ernest A. Kempe, 
Joseph Wazoo, Dobson Edward Goodman. 

The candidates for orders are, Edmund Buckley, May 380, 1879; Sher- 
man Coolidge, November 10, 1881; Sydney G. Jeffords, May 29, 1882;

I have transferred Samuel N. Watson to Missouri, George F. Grif- 
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fiths to Chicago. I have dismissed Edgar A. Heath. I have licensed 
Edwin Johnson, Charles C. Rollitt, C. A. Voorhis, Edward H. Clark, H. 
M. Johnson, lay readers. 

Our last General Convention was the centennial of our American 
branch of the Church. All hearts gratefully recognized the goodness of 
God. The ever-blessed Spirit watched over and guided our deliberations. 
The missionary meetings were crowded with those who came to listen to 
the earnest words of the brave soldiers of the cross. Much of the session 
was devoted to the report of the committee on the revision of the Prayer 
Book. It was adopted with comparatively few amendments. The report 
was remarkable for what it did, and not less remarkable for what it did 
not do. It made no change in any part of the service which affected 
doctrine. It altered nothing which has been endeared by the associations 
of the past. Every change was in the line of flexibility, division of ser- 
vices, and adaptation of missionary work. The fact that ‘some of those 
who had most warmly opposed any alteration of the Book of Common 
Prayer accepted and approved the final report, is the highest commenda- 
tion of the work. The action of the General Convention is now submit- 
ted to each Diocesan Council. I suggest that you refer this subject to a 
special committee who shall report at the next Council, unless you are 
prepared now to enter on its consideration in committee of the whole. 


The work of the Women’s Auxiliary is a branch of the organized 
work of the board of missions. No work excites more interest, and none 
is more worthy of commendation.. T'welve years ago a few Christian 
women began this blessed work. They have raised in this time nearly 
twelve hundred thousand dollars in money and missionary boxes. Unless 
you know the poverty of our missionaries you cannot appreciate the value 
of woma:i’s work. Many of our missions would have been given up 
without their generous aid. I am glad that Minnesota has a small share 
in this blessed work. i thank these Christian women for their kindness 
to Christ’s servants, for their blessed work for Christ’s little ones and His 
suffering brethren. The Lord will repay them all on that day, when 
they hear him say, ‘‘Inasmuch as ye did it unto the least of these my 
brethren, ye have done it unto me.” 


The Bishops of the Church-in Scotland have sent me the following 
invitation: 
QUEEN’S GATE, ABERDEEN, SCOTLAND, 
FEAST OF THE EPIPHANY, 1884. 
Rt. Rev. and Dear Brother: 


The year 1884, embracing the 100th anniversary af the consecration 
of Seabury, D. D., as first Bishop of Connecticut, and first Bishop of the 
American Church, by the Bishops of Scotland, at Aberdeen, on Novy. 
14th, 1784, the Church in Scotland has determined that that happy event, 
so signally blessed by Almighty God, and of such vast interest to the 
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whole Anglican Communion throughout the world, should be celebrated 
with special services of praise and thanksgiving. 

With this object in view, the Bishops of Scotland resolved that the 
actual day of the anniversary. Nov. 14th, should be duly observed, but 
having in mind that in November our seas are very rough and often dan- 
gerous, and that we are liable to have snow storms by that time, the 
Bishops have determined that the great and general celebration of Bishop 
Seabury’s consecration should be held on Oct. 5, 6, 7 and 8th. their object 
being to fix on a time as near the actual anniversary as possible. and yet 
at a period of the yexr when the largest number of Bishops and celebri- 
ties from America, England and elsewhere could attend in Aberdeen, 
and could return home in comfort and safety. The arrangement is, that 
on Sunday, Oct. 5th, there should be celebrations and sermons in every 
church in Scotland, the latter being preached by Bishops and others from 
America and other foreign parts, they being the guests of the Bishop 1 in 
each of the seven Dioceses of Scotland. 

October 6th, rendezvous at Aberdeen. 

October 7th and 8th, the special days of the Centenary at Aberdeen 
itself. Celebrations of the Holy Communion Services, Sermons, Public 
Meetings, a Banquet, paper-reading, and addresses given, etc., and now, 
let me add how earnestly the Bishops of Scotland hope that they may be 
honored by your Lordship’s attendance on that happy occasion, and that 
they may have the pleasure of entertaining you as their guest. In con- 
clusion, let me express the hope and prayer that the New Year 1884 may 
be full of blessings for your Lordship, and for the Church committed to 
your Lordship’s charge.

Ata special meeting of the House of Bishops, April 22, 1884, a com- 
mittee was appointed of the Bishops of Connecticut, Pennsylvania, Vir- 
ginia, Rhode Island and Minnesota to prepare a fraternal letter from our 

-branch of the Church to their brethren in Scotland, and the Rt. Rev. 
John Williams, D. D., the successor of Bishop Seabury, was requested 
to be present to represent us at that commemoration. It would be a 
great pleasure for me to accept this invitation, but I shall not be able. 

I am rejoiced to hear of the interest in the Diocese in the work of 
temperance. We cannot be silent. The waves of death are destroying 
many who were consecrated to Christ at the font. It is the Church’s 
work, for it concerns all we hold dear for time and eternity. The con- 
servative spirit of our people will enable them to deal with this evil in a 
spirit of love and charity. 

The outlook of the future is not. hopeful. Clouds and darkness are 
resting over business interests. The present financial panic has crippled 
many who have long made us their almoners. The time has come for 

greater efforts at home. God has wonderfully blessed us. No State has 
made more rapid advances in material wealth. All we have is the gift of 
Our Father in Heaven. Our children need His blessing. We cannot, 
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we dare not withhold the Christian tenth which belongs to Him. If 
we do withhold that which belongs to Him, it will surely happen to us as 
it did to some of whom the prophet said they put their treasure into ‘‘a 
bag with holes.” 

It is far better to give what we have to give while it is ours to give. 
Our wills are no better than waste paper while we live, and when we die 
our inheritance belongs to another. Why rob ourselves of the joy and ' 
gladness which always comes from noble gifts and deeds freely given 
unto God? Why place our gifts at the risk and uncertainty of the ruling 
of courts or the litigation of heirs? I could give you a long list of such 
benefactions which have been thwarted and the pious wishes of the donor 
defeated; and I could give you a far longer list where the chances and 
changes of business or sudden death have made Christian plans of bene- 
ficence a failure. Better, brethren, to be your own large-hearted almoner 
and go down to the grave freighted with the love of your fellows to re- 
ceive from your Saviour His welcome, ‘‘ Well done thou good and faith- 
ful servant, enter into the joy of thy Lord.” Has not He said to each of 
us: ‘‘ Whatsoever thy hands findeth to do, do it with thy might, for there 
is no work in the grave whither thou goest.”’ 

There are schools in England, which for four hundred years ae 
sent out Christian men to work for their country and their God. Some 
of the best schools in America have perished for lack of endowments, 
with the death of their founder. In a country like ours there will be 
periodical times of depression and financial panics. Endowments tide 
over the crisis and guarrantee the future. There is no work which bears 
such an abundant harvest as the education of the boys and girls who are 
to be men and women to mould the State. There can be no question as 
to our duty in the work of theological education. Without this training— 
school for the ministry, the church in the West cannot provide clergy. 
Our Divinity School is the only, well organized school west of the Mis- 
Sissippi, a territory of one million square miles. From the day we com- 
menced this work we have steadily aimed to elevate the standard of theo- 
logical education. No theological school in the United States has a 
higher standard. None pay the same attention to the department of 
Ethics and Apologetics. In Exegesis, Divinity, Ecclesiastical History 
and Liturgics, I believe we have no superior. We are in this country 
far behind England in Biblical learning. I only wait for the endow- 
ment to secure one of the first men of the age to help our present able 
‘professor in this department. We ought to have some well endowed 
fellowships, so that men of rare ability and ripe scholarship may devote 
their talents to Christian learning. Weneed ten additional scholarships. 
Much is said of pauperizing the clergy. Is the army pauperized because 
the nation educates her sons to command it? If in this worldly age 
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young men of high order of talent are willing to give up all hopes of 
worldly preferment to devote their lives to the ministry, is 1t asking too 
much that the Church shall train and educate them for her service? No 
brethren! There is no danger of mendicant clergy, if the spirit and 
temper of the school is one of consecration. The only pauperizing the 
elergy is the neglect of the people to provide for their support. There 
are men and women in Paradise who are year by year sending out from 
Seabury those who are to do our Master’s work. Next to the meeting of 
the Saviour, next to having the broken ties reunited will be the joy of 
meeting those whom our gifts and endowments have helped heaven- 
ward and home. 

Brethren, I commit unto vour hands the interests of the church in 
this, Diocese. May God, the Holy Ghost guide you in your deliberations 
that this council may be for the furtherance of His Kingdom. 


NoTEe.—Since preparing my address, our venerable Presiding Bishop 
the Rt. Rev. Benjamin B. Smith, D. D., has entered into the rest of the 
people of God. He was the St. John of our Episcopate. For more than 
half a century he had been a Bishop of the Church, and was probably the 
eldest Bishop in the world when he died. Familiar with missions through- 
out the world he gave to all who labor in foreign or domestic fields, his 
love and prayers. 

Year by year he ripened in saintship, and the sunlight of the other 
home made his hoary head a crown of glory.

In July of last year we were favored with a visit from Mrs. Twing, of New 
York, who gave interesting addresses in Faribault, St. Paul, Minneapolis, 
Stillwater and Hastings. Her advice to us was to work for our own Diocesan 
missionaries. The Secretary during the summer sent letters to all the self- 
supporting parishes of the Diocese, asking their aid in preparing and furnish- 
ing boxes for the families of our missionary clergy. Enough pledges were 


‘received to warrant the offer of a box to each of our own missionaries, and the 
“work of the year seemed to commence auspiciously. Work for a particular 


family was assigned to each parish pledging a box, and in many cases was 
quickly and generously accomplished, but from others great delay in the work 
has been caused. Some parishes who in the summer promised a box found 
themselves unable to furnish one, but instead of reporting at once to the Sec- 
retary, who would have looked elsewhere for help, weeks, and in some cases 
months were allowed to pass before it was known these boxes had not been 
sent, thus causing great disappointment to those expecting them, and to whom 
they had been promised. 

What work we are unable to do ourselves has to be sent on to Miss Emery, 
who also plans her work in the autumn, and wants to know then what she has, 
to provide for. ; 

I would urge upon the ladies of the different parishes to give this matter 
thought, and as early as possible of the present year to consult among them- 
selves how much of this work they can do, and having promised it, to consider 
it a binding obligation,

As this is the first time we appear before the Diocese as an organization, we 
feel that the event requires more than a passing notice. It is well known that 
the Sheltering Arms was a private enterprise which Sister Annette began on 
her own responsibility, and at her own expense. From the first the under- 
taking promised success. The family rapidly increased, and soon outgrew the 
limits of the ordinary tenement house. At this juncture the syndicate of 
gentlemen owning Fairmount Park addition in Minneapolis presented three. 
lots for the use of this young family. Upon one of these lots the old chapel 
of St. Andrew’s was moved, and upon the other two a commodious building 
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was erected which is now known as the Sheltering Arms, On the 5th of Sep- 
tember, 1883, a meeting of those interested in the cause was called at 508 
Eighteenth Street South, where Sister Annette then dwelt, The Rev. Dr. 
Knickerbacker, now Bishop of Indiana, presided. An election of officers took 
place, with the result as previously stated, from a board of trustees comprising 
fifteen ladies. Since then our work has steadily progressed, and the seed 
which Sister Annette planted has struggled up through the dark earth of ob- 
scurity and poverty into the sunshine of a grand success. The Sheltering Arms 
stands before you to day a strong, ruddy plant, asking a gardener’s fostering 
care from the Diocese, until it shall become a rugged, sturdy oak, rooted beyond 
the powers of the tempest. We ask for the Sheltering Arms your prayers, the - 
“labors of your hands,” and your financial assistance. Much of this has 
already most generously been given. Parishes or business firms, sewing socie- 
ties or individuals, in St. Paul, Minneapolis, Stillwater, Red Wing, Brainerd, 
Sauk Centre, Faribault, Litchfield, and Indianapolis, Indiana, have extended 
friendly aid, which has most gratefully been received. Yet much remains to 
to be done. On the new house now occupied by Sister Annette rest two mort- 
gages, one for $1,500 and the other for $3,000, interest payable semi-annually 
at seven and eight per cent. Our honored Bishop, and our kind friend Bishop 
Knickerbacker of Indiana, have each contributed towards discharging this 
debt, and one or two laymen also, yet the great bulk remains undiminished. 
Will not a few of our wealthy churchmen come to our assistance? Will not 
every man, woman and child make the Sheltering Arms a watchword through- 
out the Diocese? We, who are safe within the confines of the Catholic faith, 
and knowing the divine privileges and unspeakable blessings to be found there, 
can surely extend our hands to guide the children around us into the same 
happy harbor. | 

In making this, our first report, we crave indulgence for many unavoidable 
deficiencies and errors. For the first few months of the year which this report 
covers the Sheltering Arms was a private enterprise of Sister Annette’s, and 
since September only, an organization; later still, an incorporation. At the 
close of our year we shall hope to present a more extended account of the 
Sheltering Arms, and give the names of those who, out of the fullness of their 
hearts, have contributed in any way to make our institution the success it has 
already proved. 

The most notable event which has inspired us in our labors was the mid- 
winter visit of our beloved Bishop, who shortly afterwards gave us the letter 
which has long since been put in circulation,

In conclusion we would state that to our regret an epidemic of whooping 
cough and measles prevails at the Sheltering Arms, so that no new comers can 
be admitted until all danger from infection is past. As the main source of our 
income is from the board received, this places our treasury at present in a 
somewhat weakened condition. 

The Church Record, published in Minneapolis at fifty cents a year, is the 
organ of the Sheltering Arms, and friends will find in its columns a monthly 
report of all which concerns the welfare of our institution.

REPORT OF THE DEAN. 


To the Rt. Rev. H. B. Whipple, D.D : 

Our Advent Meeting was held on the 11th, 12th and 13th of December, in 
St.John’s church, Moorhead. The opening sermon was preached by the Rev. F. J3. 
Nash, Jr. A committee of four was appointed to visit the convocational school 
and report to this body. The following papers were read and discussed: On 
“The Observance of the Sabbath,” Rev. F. B. Nash, Jr.; “Church Architecture,” 
Prof. Gedge; ‘‘Church Symbolism,” Rev. R. M. Johnson; ‘* The Temporal 
Blessings of Missions,” by the Dean; ‘‘Sunday Schools.” Among others the 
following were passed : 

Resolved, That this Convocation expresses its disapproval of all doubtful, 
dishonest or ‘unlawful means of raising money for church purposes, and recom- 
mends the offertory as the highest and most churchly way of giving. 

Resolved, That in view of the terrible condition of the Mille Lacs and White 
Oak Point Indians, within the limits of this convocation, from drunkenness, 
disease and starvation, our Senators and Representatives to Congress be earn- 
estly asked to endeavor to have them removed to the White Earth Reserva- 
tion, where alone there is ]and for cultivation, and where they can be ae 
from whisky and intemperance, and christianized and civilized. 

The Post Lent meeting was held on the 19th, 20th and 2Ist of April, in 
Christ Church, Crookston. Present, the Dean and the Revs. Jas. A. Gilfillan, 
S. Currie, Rector, Thos. E. Dickey, F. B. Nash, Jr., Geo. E.Swan, Fred, Smith, 
R. M. Johnson, T.H. M. V. Appleby, F. J. Tassell, Geo Smith, Geo. B. John- 
son and E. 8. Thomas of St. Paul.

In the first place there are four communicants, and 
the same in the second. The last is now under the charge of Rev. Mr. Currie 
and lay reader Edwin Johnson. Have also visited from house to house 
among the American settlers on what are called ‘‘ The Thirteen Towns,” lying 
between the White Earth and Red Lake reservations, and baptized three 
children there.

_ My Dear Bishop: , 

In making my report to you of the missions in my charge, all being 
grouped under one heading, I may state that I hold service at six different 
points, in the three counties of Pine, Chisago and Isanti. The church at North 
Branch is near'y completed, and we hope can be consecrated during the latter 
part of the summer or early fall, Two things make the work here necessarily 
slow: the large Scandinavian element in the population, and what is at times 
more discouraging, the absolute indifference or avowed unbelief, of so many 
of the American settlers, Unless by Sunday schoo's or other such means this 
can be counteracted, in the nature of things, worse rather than better may be 
expected in the future. The sovereign remedy would seem to be frequent 
visiting at the homes of these people, who, to their credit be it said, in spite 
of their carelessness, rarely treat a clergyman other than with respect and 
cordiality.

My Dear BisHorp: During the year ending with May 3lst I have, at 
at your request, besides taking care of Anoka, Elk River and Princeton, taken 
another mission, viz., Becker, thirty miles from Anoka up the St. P., M. & M. 
Railway. ‘The first church service ever held in this little hamlet was on a 
Wednesday afternoon during the month of September last, and by myself. 
Since that date monthly services have been regularly held on Wednesday even- 
ings, and very heartily and largely attended. There are five church families 
here, all willing and energetic workers. Eight have been baptized and five 
confirmed, and we are now beginning the erection of a small chapel to be 
known as Trinity Chapel, and we hope to be duly organized and incorporated 
soon. 

During the year 42 persons have been baptized, 28 confirmed, holy com- 
munion celebrated 27 times, 11 marriages and 8 burials; have held 158 services. 
There are in the entire field 117 confirmed members, viz.: Anoka, 63; Elk 
River, 41; Becker, 11; Princeton, 2. To perform all these services I have trav- 
eled more than 3,000 miles—2,000 by carriage, 1,000 by rail. . 

This missionary field, embracing a fast growing and thriving country 
extending in length and breadth over thirty to thirty-five miles, is in great 
need of more clerical oversight and work. I simply cannot do any of it jus- 
tice; all is slighted more or less. [t must be so until I have help. I need an 
assistant, a bright, energetic young man‘full of Ghost'y strength and wisdom, 
who knows how to speak to men’s hearts and win them to Christ. Can he be 
had? The Church must answer. 

I have sent my statistical report to you, which will show the comparative 
growth of the church in Anoka. The future of this parish, which has had 
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such a struggle to keep body and soul together, is now very promising, and at 
no great distant day we expect to be a self-sustaining parish, and intend then 
that our influence for the cause of Christ, and as a power in the body of eon 
shall be felt for good in the Diocese. Pray for us.

My Dear Bishop: 

Another church’s year hav.ng come to its cose, allow me to report that. 
Sickness caused me to Jeave Leech Lake, Minn., on January 7, 1884. My last 
official act, shortly before my departure, was the baptizing of the Ojibwa Chief 
Ogema and his daughter. Through your advice and direction I came to St. 
Luke’s Hospital, St. Paul, for medical treatment, and at which place I have 
since remained. I have officiated in the hospital’s daily worship and preached 
once to the inmates; a'so ministered the word of Ged to those dying men in 
the hospital. I a'so, by the invitation of the St, Paul clergy, officiated in 
public worship of the different churches in the city. I officiated once in St. 
Paul’s church; three times and preached twice in the Church of the Good 
Shepherd; officiated thirteen times, celebrated the Holy Communion eigh; 
times and preached six times in the Church of St. John the Fivangelist. I also 
officiated in Christ Church seven Sundays, at both morning and evening 
services, Remaining and awaiting at your orders, I am

Dear Bishop: 

As no blanks for parochial and missionary reports have reached me, I will 
confine my report to general statements with regard to my work. From my 
private register I take the following: Ordinary services, 215; celebrations of 
Holy Eucharist, 37; assisting in the same, 12; baptism, 4; sermons and 
addresses, 95; marriages, 4; burials, 5. The missions attached to the Cathedra] 
have, with the exception of Robherd’s Lake, been cared for by myself, with 
the assistance of some of the students, especially Mr. P. B. Peabody, at Canno 
City, and Mr. S. G. Jeffords, at Morristown. To the energy of the last named 
gentleman we are indebted for a marked revival of interest on the part of the 
people connected with the mission. Should it seem best to you, I would 
prefer to retain the oversight of the work at all three missions, using whatever 
generons aid the students, with their professors, will bestow. 

The low price of farm products has made the raising of the Diocesan 
assessments a rather difficult task, and hence the shortage for missions which 
appears in the report of the Diocesan Treasurer. 

Since the first of December last I have, at the request of the faculty of 
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Seabury Hall, occupied the chair of Liturgics and Homiletics. During the 
year I have officiated in churches not connected with our work in Faribault, as 
follows: St. Paul’s, Christ, Good Shepherd, St. Paul; All Saints, Northfield ; 
Trinity Cathedral, Omaha, Nebraska, where I preached an ordination sermon 
and delivered the annual sermon before the young ladies of the Diocesan 
school; Christ and St. John’s churches, Rochester, N. Y.; St. Augustine’s 
Chapel, Calvary Chapel, New York City; Chapel of St. Stephen’s College, An- 
nandale, N. Y.; Grace, Holy Trinity, St. Ann's, St. Luke’s, st. Mark’s, Brook- 
lyn; St. Paul’s, Flatbush, N. Y., and St. John’s, Mount Morris, N. Y.

Rev. TuHos. E. DIcKry respectfully reports : 
My Dear Bishop: 

My duties for the past councilar year have been connected with the Bishop 
Whipple School, Moorhead. I have spent fifteen Sundays of the year in 
Dakota, supplying stations that were without a missionary, I haye baptized 
one child in Dakota, read the burial service at two burials in Minnesota and 
one in Dakota, and married one couple in Dakota. ‘The school work has been 
prosperous in the past year. I think the school is everything that its friends 
could wish as a well regulated Christian school. Twelve of our pupils—that 
is, eight of the boarders and four of the day pupi's—have been confirmed this 
year. All of our boarders that are o'd enough to be confirmed, except four 
and those who had been before confirmed, were in this c’ass. The pupils of 
the school! will be included in the Parish report of St. John’s Parish, Moorhead. 
Permit me to put on record here my earnest plea for the establishing of church 
schools wherever it can be done in the Diocese. During the past sixteen years 
of missionary work I have watched with yreat interest the work of church 
schools. I have also had some personal experience in this work. Both from 
observation and experience, I am convinced that no better work is Pane done 
for the Church in the great west to-day than the school work.

CATHEDRAL OF OUR MERCIFUL SAVIOR, 
FARIBAULT, MINN., June 10, 1885. 


The Twenty-eighth Annual Council of the Diocese of Minnesota 
convened in the Cathedral of Our Merciful Saviour, in Faribault, Wednes- 
day, June 10, 1885, at 9 o’clock A. M. 

The opening Services were Morning Prayer, Litany and Holy Com- 
munion. The sermon was delivered by Rev. E. J. Purdy, of Winona, 
from the text Acts xx. 81. The Right Reverend the Bishop officiated as 
Celebrant, assisted by appointed clergymen. The offering was devoted 
to Diocesan Missions. 

Immediately after Service the Council was called to order the Right ~ 
Reverend the Bishop in the chair. The roll of the clergy was then 
called by the Secretary, and forty-eight clergymen answered to their 
names and took their seats. 

A Committee on Credentials of Lay Delegates consisting of Rey. T. 
E. Dickey and Rev. J. A. Gilfillan, was then appointed by the chair. 

The roll of Parishes was then called, and credentials of Lay Dele- 
gates were handed in. 

On report of Committee on Credentials a quorum was declared 
present, and the Council was declared open for business. 

The Council then proceeded to the election of a Secretary, when, on 
motion, the ballot was dispensed with and the Rev. L. F. Cole was re- 
elected Secretary. The Rev. A. D. Stowe was appointed Assistant Sec- 
retary. 

On motion the ballot was dispensed with and Mr. H. P. ee was 
re-elected Treasurer of the Diocese. 

On motion the ballot was dispensed with and Mr. E. P. Holbrook, Jr., 
was re-elected Treasurer of the EpiscopateF un d.

The Bishop called the 
attention of the Council to the official notification to the Diocese of the 
proposed changes in the Book of Common Prayer, sent down by the Sec- 
retary of the House of Deputies General Convention, when, on motion 
by Rev. J. 8. Kedney, D. D., it was 


Resolved, That a committee of seven, consisting of four clergymen and 
three laymen, be appointed to take into consideration the entire resolutions 
of the General Convention, with reference to alterations in the Prayer Book, 
sent down to this Council for consideration, said committee to report at the 
next session annual of this Council. 


The following committee was accordingly appointed: Rev. J. S. 
Kedney, D. D., Rev. E. 8S. Thomas, Rey. F. J: Hawley, D. D., Rev. W.

On motion of Rev. Mr. Pratt, of the Committee on Privilege, it was 


Resolved, That visiting clergy, divinity students, and candidates for the 
ministry be cordially welcome to seats within this Council during its con- 
tinuance. 


The Rev. E. $8. Livermore. ot the diocese of Wisconsin was reported 
as visiting and took his seat accordingly, 

The report of the Special Committee, appointed at the last Council 
for the purpose of considering the question of securing means for the 
support of an Assistant Bishop, was then read by Rev. Dr. Wells, as 
follows: 
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Your Committee on Ways and Means in re of an Assistant Bishop 
would respectfully report that a meeting was had June 23d, 1884. There 
were present Messrs. Wells, Thomas, Wilder, Welles, Dawson, Merriam, 
Cole—all, except Mr. White of Brainerd. The question of support was 
the one question before the Committee. 

It was held without dissent, that any attempt to raise by subscrip- 
tion any such endowment as is mentioned in the resolutions of the Pro- 
visional Committee is, under existing circumstances, both impracticable 
and unwise. 

Therefore, the only hope of realizing the wants of the Diocese lies 
with the Church Foundation. Should they be willing to use the means. 
understood to be at their disposal, to improve their property, it was esti- 
mated the net income would be some $4,000. This, with the $2,000 raised 
by assessment, would be sufficient to support the Bishop and his Assist- 
ant. Unfortunately, the Church Foundation deemed it unwise to adopt 
this plan. They thought best gradually to improve their trust. The re- 
sult is, as their Secretary and Treasurer kindly informs me, that we can 
hope for no more than $1,500 or $1,800 addition to the Episcopal Fund 
this next year—i. e. only an increase of $500 or $800 over the years pre- 
ceding. Finding no reason to change their opinion as to the possibility of 
raising by subscription the needed endowment, and disappointed in their 
hopes from the Church Foundation, your Committee would respectfully 
refer the matter to the Council and beg to be discharged. ‘They stand just 
where they stood at the outset. The desirability, or, if you please, the 
necessity of an Assistant Bishop no one denies, but how the Assistant is 
to be supported remains, as at first, a question. Speaking for their own 
Parishes, the Committee agree that nod increase of assessments could be 
borne. Looking elsewhere, they find no possibility of large increase. 
And yet it is the mature judgment of men who may be supposed both to 
have the interests of the Diocese at heart, and to be qualified to judge. 
that not until an ‘‘endowment of not less than $50,000 is provided, or a 
fixed income equivalent to the interest on that sum, so that the aggregate 
income from all sources applicable to such purpose shall not ke less than 
$6,000, should an Assistant Bishop be -elected.”’ (Resolution page 30. 
Journal i884.) Sa 


The report was accepted, ordered to be placed on file, and the Com- 
mittee discharged.

The report of the Special Committee on Incorporation cf the Diocese 
was then read by Hon. J. Gilfillan, as follows: 


Resolved by the Council of the Diocese of Minnesota in annual Council as- 
sembled, at Faribault Minn., June 10, A. D. 1885, as follows, viz: 


First. The Diocesan Council hereby declares its purpose to or- 
ganize and form a corporation under the act of the Legislature of the 
State of Minnesota, entitled ‘‘ An Act Concerning Religious Corpora- 
tions.”’ Approved February 26, 1885. 

Second. The name of this Corporation shall be ‘‘ The Diocese of 
Minnesota.”’ The general powers and purposes of this Corporation shall be : 

I. To acquire by purchase, gift, devise or bequest real and personal 
property, in trust or otherwise, for the Religious, charitable or educational 
purposes or said Diocese, or of any integral part or portion thereof, and to 
hold, manage, control and employ the same and the proceeds and income 
thereof for the objects aforesaid, in conformity with the terms of the 
trust (if any), and of the constitutions and canons of said Diocese and 
of the provisions of the act aforesaid. 

II. To receivein trustfor any Parish, mission, local Church, society 
or congregation of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States 
of America, in said Diocese, whether incorporated or not, any property, 
real or personal, which may be given, granted, transferred, devised or be- 
queathed to it for the use of such Parish, mission, local Church society or 
congregation for Religious, charitable or educational purposes, and to 
hold, manage and control the same and the income thereof, and to convey 
and dispose of the same in conformity with the terms.of the trust and of 
the provisions of said act. 

Third. The name of the church to which this council belongs is **‘ The 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States of America,” and the 
name of the body so organizing said corporation is ‘‘ The Council of the 
Diocese of Minnesota,” and the territorial limits over which said body 
exercises jurisdiction are co-extensive with the limits of the state of Min- 
nesota; and in case at any time hereafter any portion of such territory 
shall, according the canons of said Protestant Episcopal Church, be 
severed from said diocese, then the jurisdiction of this corporation over 
such severed portion shall cease as soon as a corporation similar to this, 
and with like powers and purposes shall be formed or exist, having ju- 
risdiction over such severed portion, and thereupon any property, real or 
personal, held by this corporation in trust for any parish, mission, local 
church, society or congregation of said Protestant Episcopal Church 
within such severed territory may be transferred by this corporation to 
such other corporation upon the same trust and to execute the same. 

Fourth. The number and official titles of the officers of said corpora- 
tion, by and through whom said corporation shall act, shall be a Presi- 
dent, a Secretary, a Treasurer and (in addition to the Bishop) six Trustees. 
The Bishop of the Diocese of Minnesota, during his incumbency of said 
office of Bishop, shall, ex officio, be the President and a Trustee of said 
corporation. 

The term of office of the Secretary shall be one year, and of the Treas- 
urer three years, and until their successors are elected and qualified ; but 
the Treasurer shall not be a Trustee, and shall give such bond and surety 
as the board from time to time shall require. 
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The Trustees aforesaid (other than the Bishop) shall hold their re- 
spective offices for the term of six (6) years, save only that of the first 
board one shall serve for one year, one for two years, one for three years, 
one for four years, one for five years and one for six vears, and shall be 
elected by the Council of said Diocese at the annual sessions thereof so 
that one Trustee shall be elected in each year. Vacancies in said board 
to be filled by the remaining Trustees, for tbe unexpired portion of the 
term so vacant, a removal from the Diocese to reside by any Trustee 
shall create a vacancy in his office. The other officers shall be elected by 
the Board of Trustees, except the first whoare herein named. The gen- 
eral duties of said officers shall be as follows : 

Of the President to preside at the meetings of the Corporation and 
generally to discharge the duties appertaining to that office. 

Of the Secretary to perform the duties ordinarily appertaining to that 
office, and particularly to keep a full record of the proceedings and busi- 
ness transacted by the Corporation and Board of Truseees. 

Of the Treasurer--To perform the duties ordinarily appertaining to 
that office, and particularly to keep full and accurate books of account 
of everything entering into and constituting a part of the finances of said 
corporation, and to make to said Board of Trustees, at the annual meet- 
ing of said Corporation (and oftener if required),a full and intelligible 
statement of the finances and property and business of said Corporation. 
The Secretary and Treasurer shall be at all times subject to the direction 
and control of and may be removed from office by the Board of Trustees, 
and the duties of said Trustees, as a board, shall be to do and transact 
the business of said corporation by and through said board, as such, or by 
committees or agents by said board thereto duly appointed and authorized, 
in strict conformity with the terms of: the trusts connected with any prop- 
erty committed to said Corporation, and in conformity with the constitu- 
tion and canons of said Diocese, and of the laws of the State of Minne- 
sota. The Board of Trustees may adopt by-laws for the government of 
the Corporation and of the Board, and shall adopt and furnish a corpo- 
rate seal. The Board shall elect a chairman, who, in case of a vacancy in 
- the office of Bishop, shall be President of the Corporation, and who when 
- the Bishop is not present, shall preside at meetings of the Board.

The Secretary of the Diocesan Mission Board respectfully submits the 
following report: 

“Three meetings of the Board have been held during the year. Six- 
teen missionaries have been appuinted by the Board and the reports of 
their work have been almost uniformly satistactory. 

A number of important points are at present unoccupied by the 
Church, but the limited resources of the Board prevent action. 

The total receipts for the year are $3,730.49. Total disbursements 
to missionaries, $3,621.25. Balance on hand, $109.24. 

The necessity of systematic and constant giving by all Parishes in 
the Diocese is earnestly recommended. More general interest in the work 
is required to secure additional fruits.

The report of the Committee on Exemption of Parsonages from Tax- 
ation was then presented by Rev. W. C. Pope, as follows : 


Your committee respectfully report that at the last session of the 
Legislature a bill was passed, exempting from taxation parsonages to the 
value of $5,000, with the lots on which they stand. The act was vetoed 
by the Governor. He says: ‘‘ If it was purelya question of public policy 
I would not withhold my approval, but the question of its constitution- 
ality has lately been passed upon adversely by the Supreme Court of the 
State.’? The explanation of the veto is this : The constitution of the State 
exempts from taxation Church property used for religious purposes, and 
under this clause the bill exempting parsonages waspassed. The Supreme 
Court had, however ruled ‘: that the use of a house is a secular use, and 
the fact that it is occupied by a rector, pastor or priest does not in law 
change its purpose or sanctify its use.”’ 

This decision isin direct opposition to the law of God, which pro- 
vides that ‘‘ when a man shall sanctify his house to be holy unto the Lord 
the priest shall estimate it,”’ which sanctification was effected by making 
it over to the priesthood for the support of reiigion. 

Your committee is able to report progress, in thus informing you of 
the passage of the bill, and the Governor’s willingness under ordinary 
circumstances to sign it. Itfollows, as a matter of course, that measures 
must be taken to obtain, if possible, either a contrary decision from the 
Supreme Court, or an amendment of the constitution. 

If the Church does not assert and demand its rights it cannot be ex- 
pected that they will be granted to it, any more than to any other copora- 
tion or society. It is its duty to make the State realize that the Church 
is as necessary to the State as the State is to the Church. The absolute 
divorce which some claim for Church and State does not exist in fact, nor 
can rightly exist in theory. They both exist for the maintenance of law 
and order. The State does its part, by punishing in some cases, though 
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not in all, crime when committed. Let it, however, be remembered that 
it brings no comfort or relief to a widow, to have her husband’s murderer 
hung, and so of the punishment of crime in general, it may be said, it 
does not bring the required comfort or relief. The Church exerts her in- 
fluence for the prevention of crime, and her power for the elevation of 
people in morals and manners is to be measured by the difference be- 
tween christendom and heathendom. 

Your committee believe it to be an effective way of preaching the 
Gospel, to demand that the need of the Church to the State be recog- 
nized by granting to ministers of religion the exemption of their dwell- 
ings from taxation The following resolution is offered : 

Resolved, That the Committee on Exempiion of Parsonages from 
Taxation be granted longer time, and that three laymen of the Diocese 
be added to it.

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BISHOP WHIPPLE’S ADDRESS TO THE TWENTY-EIGHTH ANNUAL 


COUNCIL OF THE DIOCESE OF MINNESOTA, 


BRETHREN IN THE LORD: The record of my official acts since the 
jast Council is brief. 

June 15th, 1 admitted in the Cathedral to the Order of Deacons, P. 
B. Peabody, A. E. Hixon, W. B. Hamilton and Sherman Coolidge. The 
history of Mr. Coolidge is a marked evidence of the Providence of God. 
Born a heathen child, he was picked up after a battle by Capt. Coolidge 
and taken to his home. Baptized and nurtured in a Christian family, he 
grew up a thoughtful Christian boy. I received him in Shattuck School. 
He developed into a manly youth. One day he said to me: ‘*‘ My people 
have never heard of the Saviour. If possible I would like to become a 
minister and go back to tell my kinsmen of the love of Jesus Christ.” 
He become a candidate for holy orders and completed honorably his 
course in Scabury Divinity School. Last fall he went to the Arapahoe 
Indians, a missionary. He was welcomed as one from the dead by his 
mother and kindred. We hope under God he will be the instrument to 
lead his people to the light of Christian civilization. 

The 18th and 19th were the commencement days of Shattuck School 
and St. Mary’s Hall. The citizens of Faribault and their invited guests 
celebrated the 25th anniversary of my election to the Episcopate. The 
celebration was a tribute of love far beyond my deserts, and the more 
grateful because it was united in by our people without regard to eccles- 
iastical divisions. 

‘There was with our invited guests one to whom we owe a deep debt of 
gratitude, and who under God, by her loving faith, crowned one of our 
ventures of faith with success. Mrs. H. D. Huntington, of Cincinnati, 
has been my friend for twenty-five years. In 1870 she offered to build a 
chapel, in memory of her child, for Shattuck School. The plan was her 
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own. It was an offering to God. She desired it to be as beautiful as art 
could make it, to testify of her love to God. The work was still incom- 
plete when the Chicago fire took from her nearly all her income. She 
sent for me, as I supposed, to stop the work. She said: ‘tI owe but one 
debt in the world and that is to God, to whom I owe everything. I 
promised Him to build this chapel when I had abundant means. I have 
collected enough insurance to finish it. I do not wish a single feature 
changed. Here is the money to complete it according to the plan. We 
will build this first and then think of rebuilding the waste of the fire.’’ 
It was such an act.as could only be done by such a woman. I have 
known few persons who took such pleasure in giving of their means to 
God. She gave without ostentation. In North and South, in East and 
West, there are memorials of her, and thousands will rise up to call her 
blessed. I think her last visit to Faribault was one of unalloyed pleas- 
ure. Some of us remember how, in parting, she turned to look with love 
on the memorial Chapel, as if she had a presentiment that it was for the 
last time. A few weeks later she was thrown from a wagon in Colorado, 
and after a few days of suffering, entered into eternal rest. When I 
heard of her death, I thought of that beautiful epitaph: Here lies one 
who having expended a fortune in works of charity which she sent before 
her to heaven, she has now gone thither to enjoy it.” She left in her 
will a noble bequest to build other memorials for Shattuck School and 
Seabury Hall. Her’s was a life-sermon for all who would place their 
wealth beyond chance or change.

The visit was memorable by the presence of the Lord Bishop of Ro- 
chester, ‘‘the Apostle of Temperance,” ‘‘une who loveth our nation,” and 
whose name is a household word wherever heis known. He delivered ad- 
dresses in the Cathedral, Faribault; in Gethsemane Church, Minneapolis; 
in Church of the Good Shepherd, Christ’s Church, and St. Paul’s Church, 
St. Paul; in the church at Detroit and White Earth. His earnest, loving 
words left an impress on many hearts.

9.—Preached and confirmed eleven persons in the beautiful memorial 
church, North Branch. The church was builded in memory of one in 
Pavadise. 

11.—Delivered address at the opening of schools. 

14.—Preached in Cathedral, celebrated the Holy Communion and ad- 
dressed Shattuck and St. Mary’s schools. 

15.—I left Faribault to attend the one hundredth anniversary of the 
consecration of Samuel Seabury, the first Bishop of Connecticut. I can 
not dwell, as I would like to do, on the faith of that little band, who met 
in the old manse house in Connecticut, to rebuild the waste places of 
Zion, the Providence which selected Samuel Seabury as their Bishop, the 
heroism whicl. led him to cross the Atlantic on what seemed to many a 
fruitless errand, his unshaken confidence in God during that year of weary 
waiting, the incidents which led him to seek consecration of the despised 
Church in Scotland, and the bravery of those, who, themselves under the 
ban of the civil law, gave the Episcopate to the Church in the United 
States. 

The celebration at Aberdeen was all that loving hearts could make 
it. It was wisely planned and generously carried out in every detail. 
Your Bishop, who represented a diocese whose institutions bear the hon- 
ored name of Seabury, shared in a meed of honor far beyond his deserts. 
The Churches of England, Scotland, Ireland and the United States, who 
have acommon Episcopate, united for the first time in a joint celebra- 
tion. The honored Bishop of Winchester, with the Bishop of Carlisle 
and several colonial Bishops, represented the Church of England. Lord 
Plunkett, the present Archbishop of Dublin, and others represented the 
Church in Ireland. Bishop Williams, of Connecticut, Bishop Doane of 
Albany, Bishop Starkey, of New Jersey, Bishop Browne, of Fon du Lac, 
and the Bishop of Minnesota, represented the Church in the United States. 

My own and my wife’s health forbade my return to the Diocese, and 
by the advice of physicians, I spent the winter in the south of Europe. 

It was my privilege to see much Christian work, and the brief record 
may stir your hearts to deeper earnestness for Christ and His Church. I 
was prepared to find great changes in the work of the Church of England. 
A fellow-passenger of the Wesleyan communion said to me, ‘* You will 
find the old Church alive with work. [fad the Church in the past exhib- 
ited the same loving earnestness, there would not have been any dissent 
in England. It is only a question of time when we shall go home to our 
Mother.” I was deeply impressed with the work of the laity. Persons 
of the highest social position taught in Sunday and night schools. The 
Christian home invariably had a family altar. Laymen often read the 
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lessons in the church, and were the counselors and helpers of the clergy 
in all good work. At Midway Park I found over five hundred laboring 
men in a night school. At Rochester I addressed, at the request of the 
Bishop, seven hundred Bible readers, district visitors and helpers, and 
the following day was present at a confirmation of five hundred persons. 
The churches in the worst districts of London were crowded during the 
London Mission. The secret was that warm-hearted men and women 
had gone into the highways to constrain these lost souls to come to the 
Gospel feast. Ata missionary meeting, on a week day, in Oxford, one 
thousand under-graduates came to welcome some missionaries from the 
interior of Africa. 

At both Oxford and Cambridge the proposition has been made for 
university men of the highest social position to go down into the slums. 
of London, noc to rebuke these poor souls, telling them ‘it is your own 
fault,’’ but to go as Christ went, to seek and save the lost. Party spirit 
and party prejudices are dying out in England. The Church is learning 
her Master’s lesson, and sisters of mercy and district visitors are doing 
the same work for the sinful and sorrowful. The Church is too busy to. 
discuss shibboleths. 

England has its sin and shame. It is an over-peopled land. There 
are nearly five millions of souls in London. Wherever men gather in 
crowds sin runs riotand death reapsits harvest. As the palaceis builded 
on the avenue the attic and cellar swarm with souls. The parish church 
in London is never removed to follow a fashionable population. The 
endowments given by pious faith are the guarantee that it will forever 
remain the church of the people. Atno period of her history has the 
Church of England builded so many churches, and every church builded 
must have its endowment. 

There has been a great work done in temperauce. The English peo- 
ple do not believe in prohibition. They know that sin cannot be cured 
by legislation. They trust to Christian sympathy, Christian work and 
the grace of God. Coffee houses are established beside the gin shop, 
houses of refreshment and places of social entertainment, supply a felt. 
want of the people. Thousands of young men have become total ab- 
stainers for the sake of example to their poorer brothers. Not less re- 
markable is the White Cross movement recently begun by Miss Ellice 
Hopkins, under the patronage of the wise Bishop of Durham. The ob- 
ject is to awaken in the hearts of men a chivalrous defense of woman- 
hood ; to banish from Christrian society that deadly sin of impurity which 
will shut more souls out of the Kingdom of God and of Christ than all 
other sins put together. 

Much of this new life from our Incarnate God is due to the dying 
out of party strife. Christian men feel that the evils of our time cannot 
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be cured by human etrenicons, that the Kingdom of God can only come 
by the consecration of hearts in His work. We cannot silence gainsayers 
by arguments about religion. They have and will scoff at a historical 
Church, and even doubt the Christ of history, but the living Christ who 
dwells in the hearts of His people none can gainsay or deny. 

In Paris I found a wonderful work of God. Rev. Mr. McAIl went 
to Paris twelve years ago, and did not. know enough French to ask for a 
piece of bread. Paris had not recovered from the anarchy and violence 
of the Commune. A vast population, many of whom had been baptized: 
had drifted from all faith. To them religion was a myth, the Church an 
_ oppressor and God aname. Generations of wrong had opened a gulf be- 
tween the aristocracy and the people.. On the one side was selfishness, 
on the other envy and hatred. The words “‘egalite,” ‘‘liberte,”’ “‘fraternite”’ 
were on every street corner. For a century they had been the watch- 
words of the people. They had forgotten that there is only one fra- 
ternity when peasant and prince worship one God and Father. Only one 
equality in brotherhood with Christ. Only one liberty when the truth 
has made men free. 

Mr. McAll began a purely evangelical mission to the poor and sinful. 
The object was not to found a sect but to help men te a personal faith in 
the Savior. There are over thirty stations in Paris. Services are held 
both Sunday and week days. I attended many of these week day even- 
ing services. The congregation was largely of the poor. Menin blouses, 
women in peasant dress,a few soldiers and here and there a shop keeper. 
The service is exactly one hour. There was no excitement; nothing to 
raise animal feeling, but every service was pervaded by a deep solemnity 
which made one feel that God was near. I visited the medical mission of 
Miss de Broen. She came to Paris shortly after the overthrow of the rule 
of the Commune. She paid a visit to Pere la Chaise. The night before 
five hundred Communists had been shot. The long ditch in which they 
fell, one by one, was their common grave. <A vast crowd of women and 
chiidren surrounded the spot. A few had brought flowers to strew on 
on the grave of their kindred. A few stood in the silence of tearless 
agony,and others were loud in their cries of hate. One poor wonian who 
had written ‘‘ Revenge” on a piece of paper which she had buried in the 
grave of her husband and sons, was like a wild woman, as she smote her 
breast and cried, ‘‘I have lost all! I have lost all!’ Miss de Broen 
- breathed a prayer that God would help her to speak some word of com- 
fort to this poor soul. She went up to the woman and calling her Mother, 
said: ‘‘ You think you have lost all, you have not lost the love of God”; 
and then told these sorrowing ones of the pity and love of Jesus Christ. 

When she returned to Paris she told her friends that she must go and 
labor for these poor communists. Friends tried to dissuade her. It was 
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no place for a Christian woman. It was even dangerous for soldiers and 
the police. She knew they were sinful, but not too bad for the love of 
Christ. I cannot tell you the story of fourteen years, how single handed 
and alone she began a mothers’ meeting, a sewing schocl, an orphanage 
and then a medical mission, which has the past year supplied medicine 
for thirty thousand destitute and suffering poor. All this is the result 
of the faith of one brave soul who has claimed and proved the promise 
of her God. The day I visited Belleville I found some forty persons 
without the gate who could not be admitted. I offered to pay for the 
medicine if they would be received. Miss de Broen said: ‘‘ We have 
already admitted all that we can care for to-day.” I found three hun- 
dred sick folks in the building. The1ie was a short service; a few earnest 
words were then spoken telling the old, old story of the love of the 
Saviour. A large number of those present were infidels, and many such 
have been won to faith in Christ. Brethren, all cannot found such a 
mission, but to each one of us the voice of our Master is ever saying : 
‘* T have chosen you.” ‘Son, Daughter go work this day in my vine-. 
yard.”?’ Somewhere there are the souls whom our Saviour expects us to 
help heavenward and home. 

I visited Rome to hold a confirmation. In 1865 at my former visit, 
under the temporal power of the Pope, Christians not of the Roman 
obedience were compelled to worship without the gate. Under the rule 
of King Humbert, freedum of worship is guaranteed. We have a beau- 
tiful church in Rome which bears the honored name of St. Paul. 

The Rev. Dr. Nevins has done much as the pastor of Americans in 
Rome. He has done more by his wise sympathy with the brave souls 
who are laboring for the reform of the church in Italy. There are 
three noble men in Rome who have established services in the Italian 
tongue. There was a fourth, a Capuchin monk, who was tried by the In- 
quisition and sentenced to the galleys. The Emperor Napoleon de- 
manded and obtained his release because he was a French subject. 
After a life of suffering, he died last November. A -Roman Catholic 
bishop wrote this epitaph to his memory: ‘To the dear and venerated 
memory of Paoli Panzani, Brother Andrea of the minor Capuchins, a 
character stalwart and unconquerable. He lived only for’ God and his 
country. Hungering and thirsting after righteousness and truth, dis- 
owned and persecuted by men, accepted of Heaven. Having received 
the sacrament desired and requested by him with holy ardor, amidst the 
pious, comforting and affectionate care of friends, in the city of Rome 
where he had suffered such great things, already a septuagenarian, his 
strong and generous soul passed to eternal rest on the 28th of November, 
1884.” 

The last day I officiated at Rome, these words came unbidden to my 
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lips: ‘‘ I shall take to my distant home many sweet memories of this dear 
Church, where every line of beauty testifies of your love; but no mem- 
ories will be dearer than that of those brave souls, one of whom sat with 
me in the chancel last Lord’s day, who are witnessing in Rome as Apos- 
tles witnessed to the old faith of all the ages. As I have seen a new life 
dawning upon the Italian nation under the wise rule of a son of that 
House of Savoy, which has never faltered in its devotion to the people, so 
also I believe that the day will come when a new life from our Incarnate 
God will be breathed in the Church in Italy, and it be, as it was in St. 
Paul’s time, they know nothing but ‘Jesus Christ and Him crucified,’ and 
‘ their faith be spoken of throughout the world.’ ”’ 

Great changes are passing over the world. The battle grows fiercer 
as the eventide draws on. Unbelief and ungodliness strike hands to assail 
the religion of Christ, and Christian hearts are drawing nearer to each 
other for the battle of the last time. One of the noblest men that I met 
abroad, not of our own communion, said to me: ‘‘ We have one Lord, 
one Faith, one baptism, one God and Father.” ‘* We are slowly learning 
the blessedness of the Church’s year.” ‘‘ We now keep Christmas with 
you, and soon we shall all kneel with you on Good Friday, and with you 
sing ‘ Christ has Risen,’ at Easter.” 

Brothers of the Laity, God never gave to any branch of His Church 
a nobler field than He has entrusted to our care. For the success or fail- 
ure in doing His work, God will hold each one of us to a strict account. 
Bear with me if I speak plainly. I have no claim upon your wealth, be it 
much or be it little. God claims and always has claimed a tenth of every 
man’s income for Hisservice. You cannot refuse Him Who died for you 
on the cross. You need His blessing for yourselves and for your children. 
Every year wealth is accumulating with us as it never did before. Pop- 
ulation and wealth crowd our cities. The work of: caring for our mis- 
sions is harder to-day than it ever has been. 1am weary with the bleat- 
ing of these poor sheepin my ears. Everywhere there is a drift of labor- 
ing men away from the Church.of God. The men who have filled our 
cities with creations of beauty are not found in our houses of prayer. A 
yawning gulf is open between capital and labor. The mutterings of the 
commune are heard in the cities of America. The people here are the 
masters. The power here is lodged with the many. There is here no 
hereditary rank to awaken loyalty in the people’s hearts. The only wall 
of separation is wealth, which to-morrow may change hands. Take from 
these toilers in the dust and smoke of the world all faith in God Our 
Father, strip them of the hopes of Heaven, limit their horizon to this life, 
let there be on the one side wealth, luxury and selfish neglect, and on the 
other poverty, toil and suffering, and the end is blood. 
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Brotherhood men will have, and it is for Christian men to say wheth- 
er it shall be the brotherhood of the commune or brotherhood in Jesus 
Christ. The missionary is stronger than the police. Education cannot 
save the nation. You can haveeducated devils as well as educated saints. 
No nation has ever survived the loss of its religion. Take from men al}? 
sense of accountability to a higher power than their sinful wills, and you 
have changed our fair land into hell. Have I spoken too plainly ? For- 
give me. God knoweth that I do gladly remember all you have done in 
the past for His work. A crisis hascome to us. We are month by month 
losing faithful men from our mission field. 

Some of our older parishes are made feeble by removals. We have a 
score of unoccupied missions. We need to-day to double our clergy in 
each of our cities, and the answer is an impoverished treasury. ‘‘Hethat 
giveth to the poor lendeth to the Lord, and look what he layeth out shall be 
paid to him again.” I heartily commend to the Diocese the adoption of 
the systematic offering plan which is now being introduced by the mana- 
gers of the Board of Missions. The design is to have in every parish and 
mission a collector who shall receive subscriptions for mission work, both 
general and diocesan, and collect the same, and remit to its proper treas- 
urer. If this plan was adopted and faithfully carried out it would increase 
our missionary revenues fourfold. 

This year will be memorable for the completion of the revision of the 
Old Testament. The work’ was commenced by the authority of the 
House of Convocation of the Church of England. It was moved by Bish- 
op Wilberforce, of Winchester, and seconded by Bishop Ellicot, of Glou- 
cester and Bristol, that ‘‘this house authorize the revision of the New 
Testament.’’ This was amended by Bishop Oliphant, of Llandaff, sec- 
onded by Bishop Thirwall, of St. Davids, to include the Old Testament. 
It was resolved ‘‘ That we do not contemplate a new translation of the 
Bible, or any alteration of the language, except when in the judgment of 
competent scholars such change is necessary.”’ That ‘‘ in such necessary 
changes the style of the language employed in the existing verson shall be 
closely followed.” That ‘‘ the Convocation nominate a body of its own 
members to undertake the work of revision, who shall be at liberty to in- 
vite the co-operation of any, eminent for scholarship, to whatever nation 
or religious body they belong.’”” The members appointed comprise 
men like Bishop Thirwall, Harold Brown, Wordsworth and Lord Arthur 
Harvey. They called to their assistance scholars, both of the church of 
England and other religious bodies honored throughout the world. A 
like committee was formed in America. Each revision of the several 
books was forwarded by the American committee to the English com- 
pany, receiving at their hands the same consideration as their own work. 
All points of ultimate difference are printed in the revised edition. ‘The 
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task of the Old Testament company was easier than that of the revisers 
of the New Testament, because they did not have to decide between var- 
ious readings, and settle the text before they commenced their work. 
They accepted the commonly received text of the Hebrew Bible which is 
preserved itt manuscripts, which have noimportant variations. They fol- 
lowed in this the example of the translators of the present King James 
Bible. The last bundred years has thrown a flood of light on the Hebrew: 
by the study of cognate languages, and there has been a great advance in 
the knowledge of the grammar and structure of this ancient tongue. 

Our authorized version of the sacred Scriptures is the most perfect 
specimen of old English in the world. A friend of mine wrote toa cele- 
brated scholar, himself not an avowed believer, and asked ‘‘ what book 
wouid you advise me to place in the hands of the young as representing 
in its purity our mother tongue ?”” The answer was, ‘there is only one 
book. the English Bible.’’ It seemed like sacrilege to touch language en- 
deared to us from early childhood, hallowed by all the associations of our 
Christian homes, and which was interwoven with all the joys and sorrows 
of life. Every instinct of our hearts made us say, ‘‘no man having drank 
old wine straightway desireth new, the old is better.” Yet in this day of 
research and investigation it was wrong to allow any mistranslation to go 
uncorrected. There were instances where the meaning was left obscure. 
There were a multitude of obsolete words which clouded the sense to the 
common people, and there were passages which required correction to 
preserve the genuineness of the Divine revelation. Bishop Lightfoot 
voiced the thought of scholars when he said: ‘‘ The danger is that the 
changes introduced will be too slight to satisfy the legitimate demands of 
theology and scholarship.” The publication is too recent to pass judg- 
ment upon the work of these great scholars, even if we were competent 
_todoso. No one can turn to familiar passages without finding evidence 
. of the reverent handling of this sacred book, and that much light has 
been thrown upon dark and intricate passages. We church folk will 
miss in the new translation the graceful rhythm of the Psalter of the 
Prayer Book, which was the work of Bishop Miles Coverdale, and taken 
from the Bishop’s Bible. 

We accept with gratitude the result of fifteen years of arduous la- 
bor, and believe the translation will be of untold value to the people as 
an interpreter of the sacred text. I urgently ask my brethren to dili- 
gently examine this new revision. When our present translation was 
made it was at once appointed to be read in all the churches of England 
in the stead of the Bishop’s Bible. which was its authorized predecessor. 
For atime other versions were read in the family, but for nearly three 
hundred years our present Bible has been the best inheritance of our 
English speaking people. It has been the chief treasure of the poor man’s 
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home, and formed the character of the wisest leaders of our social and 
civil life. Wonderful book. Book of books. Its history, guided by God’s 
Providence is a Divine poem. Nations rise and fall. Statesmen, schol- 
ars and rulers pass along the stage of human history. Schools of philos- 
ophy come and go, human theories about the visible universe are ever 
changing, and yet this one book has silently wended its way, always vic- 
torious over the hatred of foes and the errors of friends; to-day it is 
enshrined in the hearts of millions. In its revelation of God, the history 
of His dealings with men, the solving of the mystery of sin, sorrow and 
death, the knowledge of the fatherhood of God, the gift of the Incarnate 
Christ and the indwelling of the Holy Ghost, it has been the educator of 
the race, leading tribes and kindred out of heathen darkness to the light 
of Christian civilization. | 
I have received a certified copy from the Secretary of the House of 
deputies, of ‘‘the Book Annexed”’ and an official certification of the 
changes proposed in our Book of Common Prayer. This council has no 
action to take with reference to it. Another year your deputies will be 
called to pass upon these changes in general convention and they must 
there voice your deliberate judgment. J said in my last address that ‘‘the 
work of the committee of revision was remarkable for what it did not 
do as for what ithad done” and ‘‘ that no changes had been made which 
affected doctrine.” After much reflection I must say that I fear that 
sufficient care has not been taken to provide for uniformity of worship, 
that the liberty given, may, in the hands of inexperienced men, lead to 
the deprivation of the people of instruction in God’s word and the ver- 
ities of the Catholic faith ; that in the hurry of these restless days they 
may abridge the hours given to God’s worship. When I remember the 
silent influence of our Book of Common Prayer upon others, leading 
them to adopt liturgical worship, the fact that there are thousands of 
homes where the only religious instruction received is in the services of 
the house of God; that the drift of everything is to indefiniteness in 
Christian belief, I confess that I look with serious misgiving upon 
changes which destroy the uniformity of our worship. ‘There are un- 
mistakable signs of the longing among all Christian folk for closer unien 
and fellowship. The recent Christian congress in Hartford is a sign of 
the times. It proclaims the weakness of a divided Christendom. It 
testifies to a longing for unity — we know that unity is not uniformity. 
We all believe that so long as men hold the essentials of Catholic faith 
and worship they have the right of freedom in non-essentials. But we 
also know that our Book of Common Prayer has everywhere been a 
silent witness for primitive truth and apostolic order. Thousands not of 
our communion have learned through it to love the Church’s year. It 
has ina day of unrest borne the witness of a historical church to old 
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truths. Our own people who have many of them come to us from widely- 
separated folds need it, to mould and train them to the stature of men in 
Christ Jesus. 

I am again a debtor to my good brothers, Bishop Welles and Bishop 
Walker, for visitations in the diocese during my absence. The Lord re- 
ward them in that day. The missionary bishop of Northern Dakota 
confirmed 4 at Leech Lake, 12 at Lake Winnebogeshish, 9 at St. Antipas 
and 7 at St. John’s Church, Red Lake, 1 at Wild Rice River, 9 at Mentor, 
4 at Little Falls, 9 at Sauk Centre, 7 at St. Vincent, 40 at Gethsemane 
Church, Minneapolis, 10 at Grace Church, Minneapolis, 11 at Church of 
Holy Trinity, Minneapolis, 7 at Brainerd, 7 at Perham, in all 142 per- 
sons. He also consecrated, October 23, 1884, the church in Mentor, and 
November 9, 1884, the church in Crookston. He baptized two persons at 
Lake Winnebegoshish, one person at Wild Rice River, one person at 
Perham, and married a couple at Wild Rice River. Speaking of his 
visit to the Indian country, Bishop Walker says: ‘‘ The reality of this 
Indian work is its striking characteristic. I could not but feel that it 
was mightily blessed of God as I noticed the devoutness and attentive- 
ness of the simple faith and self-sacrifice of these good people.” The 
bishop of Wisconsin confirmed 3 in Frontenac, 25 in St. Paul’s Church, 
St. Paul, 14 in Christ Church, Ked Wing, 9 in St. John’s Church, St. 
Paul, 33 in Christ Church, St. Paul, and 6 in the Norwegian chapel, 
Faribault; in all, 90. 

After my return I hel@ a memorial service in St.-Paul’s church, Owa- 
tonna, for my wife’s god child, the beloved daughter of our brother, Rev. 
G. C. Tanner, her husband and child and two young Englishmen who were 
so cruelly murdered in Nebraska last fall. Mrs. Percival was a graduate 
of St. Mary’s who had the love and respect of all who knew her. 

May 7, I confirmed in the same place ten persons. 

10.—Preached twice and confirmed eighteeen in St. Paul’s Church, 
Winona. 

12.—Preached and confirmed five in Cannon Falls. 

14.— Ascension Day. Delivered address in Cathedral, and also in 
Church of the Good Shepherd, St. Paul, and confirmed three persons. 

17.—Preached in St. Andrew’s Church, Waterville, buried a beloved 
member of that parish, and delivered an address at St. Mary’s Hall. 

18.—Preached in LeSueur and confirmed four persons. 
19,—Preached in St. Peter and confirmed seven persons. 
20.—Preached in Mankato and confirmed four persons. 
24.—Whitsunday. Preached in Cathedral and confirmed thirty-six 
persons, and preached in Shumway Chapel and congrmed five cadets of 
Shattuck School, and delivered an address at St. Mary’s Hail. 
25.—Preached and confirmed eighteen persons in Hastings. 
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26.—Preached and confirmed four persons in Wabasha. 

31.—Preached and confirmed seven in St. Mark’s Church, also 
preached and eonfirmed six in All Saint’s church, Minneapolis. 

June 1.—Preached and confirmed seven persons in Waseca. 

2.—Preached and confirmed eight in Janesville. In no part of the 
diocese is there a more evrnest band of Christian women than in these 
missions. 

5.—Preached and confirmed seven persons in Northfield. 

7.—Preached in St. Paul’s Church, Minneapolis, and confirmed ten 
persons, also preached in the evening at Fort Snelling. 

The Rev. F. Humphrey has been transferred to the missionary juris- 
diction of Southern Dakota; the Rev. Philip McKin to the Diocese of 
Springfield; Rev. Alfred Osborne, to the Diocese of Algoma, Canada ; 
Rev. Jeremiah Karcher to Pennsylvania; Rev. A. I. Tardy to the Dio- 
cese of Georgia, and the Rey. George W. Watson to the Diocese of New 
‘Jersey, Rev. Sherman Coolidge to the Missionary of Colerado. Dr. Wat- 
son was endeared to me by years of loving intercourse and his removal 
is a great loss to the Diocese. I have received the Rev. A. J. Graham 
and Rev. Thomas K. Allen from the Diocese of Nebraska. Rev. C. H. 
Beaulieu. Jr., from Diocese of Michigan; Rev. A. A. Abbott from the 
Diocese of Missouri; Rev. F. D. Hoskins from the Diocese of New 
Jersey, and Rev. E. 8S. Peake from Northern Dakota. 

The ecclesiastical authority of the Diocese was committed to the 
Standing Committee during my absence, for whose wise and faithful labors 
I return my thanks. I have licensed as lay readers Herbert M. Johnson, 
J. Winne Jones, Edward Martin, George Bell, Wiiliam Wilkinson, G. W. 
Hunt, Louis Cass Lewis, Francis Willis, Walter Henry Bamford, An- 
drew Harper, Turbeville Thomas.

THE BISHOP’S ADDRESS. 45. 


The Rev. Edwin Benedict was, at his request, deposed from the 
priesthood, 12th day of September, 1884, in the presence of Rev. J. S. Ked- 
ney, D. D., and Rev. G. B. Whipple. 

The Rev. George Johnson, Deacon, after a faithtul ministry in a dif- 
ficult field, bearing a load of suffering bravely for Christ’s sake, has en- 
tered into rest. 

During this conventional year, I have preached and delivered within 
the Diocese 95 sermons and addresses. I have baptized 14 children and 
12 adults; celebrated Holy Communion 20 times; ordained 4 deacons ; 
total confirmed, 455 persons; 4 churches consecrated; 3 burials; 2 mar- 
riages. 

During my absecne a meeting was held in St. Paul, at the request of 
Mrs. A. T. Twing, who is the representative of the Board of Missions in 
the Woman’s Auxilliary, to consider the feasibility of establishing an In- 
dian school in the buildings formerly occupied by St. Mary’s Hall. I ap- 
proved of the plan and offered to convey these buildings to the Diocese 
for this purpose. No work could be dearer to my heart. None would 
give me greater joy as the crowning work of my Episcopate. Had I been 
younger and with fewer burdens upon me, I would gladly have assumed 
the pecuniary responsibility of putting the buildings in repair and re- 
furnishing them. The plan was proposed when to many personal obliga- 
tions resting upon me, and my energies were taxed to care for Seabury 
Divinity School and other Church work. The West has not the claim it 
had on the East twenty-five years ago. These works of charity and ed- 
ucation, which have won for the Diocese its fair name, must largely de- 
pend on the generous aid of its own children. It is for our Church folk 
to decide whether a committee shall be found to raise the means to estab- 
lish this school. 

It isa pleasure to announce that the Hon. Henry T. Welles, of St. 
Mark’s Church, Minneapolis, one of our wisest and most generous coun- 
selors, has given $30,000 to endow a professorship in Seabury Divinity 
School. It is another evidence of his love for the work to which he has. 
given so largely of his time, talents and means. I believe that God will 
incline the heart of others to foJlow his wise example, and that these noble 
institutions will be so richly endowed that their work will go on forever. 
When this is done I can say with a grateful heart, ‘‘ Lord, now let Thy 
servant depart in peace.” 

At the last Council I called your attention tothe need of more Epis- 
copal labor than I could give with my infirm health. I suggested that the 
most feasible plan was the election of an Assistant Bishop, if the necessary 
endowment could be secured. A committee of laymen and clergy were 
appointed to whom the whole subject was referred. God has been very 
merciful to me in bringing me back to you in better health. But I can

not hope to do the work which is imperatively demanded. The care of 
these schools brings a large correspondence aside from needed oversight. 
I am not able to doa Bishop’s work during the winter, which is the most 
favorable time to prepare classes for confirmation. There are large dis- 
tricts in the State where the Bishop ought to be the foremost missionary. 
I am not an idle man, and have no desire to avoid work. While I live I 
will spend and be spent for you, but after twenty-six years of work I am 
broken in health, and an old man before my time. I will gladly consent 
to any plan which offers the hope of relief. But I do ask you in Christ’s 
name to pray as you never prayed before, that God who has led us all 
these years will give us wisdom to do that which will be best for His 
glory and the salvation of the souls entrusted to our care. 
May God grant this for Jesus’ sake.

REPORT OF THE DEAN.

Two meetings have been held during the year. The first at St. 
James’ Church, Fergus Falls, Nov. 19, 20 and 21,1884. Fourteen clergy 
were present. Laymen attended from the parish and joined by request.

The 
Revs. Messrs. Poole, Currie, Root, Trenaman, Peake, Dickey, Nash, Jr... 
R. M. Johnson conitr.buted papers or addresses. Great interest was. 
added to the meeting by the attendance of the Rev. E.S. Thomas and the 
Rev. M. N. Gilbert of St. Paul, the latter giving the opening address ad 
clerum, and both aiding much in the discussions. 

- The subjects of clerical support, church revenue and church Shane 
ment were discussed, together with the best method of dealing with ag- 
nosticism and modern forms of unbelief. The Rev. T. E. Dickey, of 
Moorhead, gave an interesting statement of the work projected and being 
accomplished by the Bishop Whipple School, and resolutions were passed 
commending it to public patronage. A missionary meeting was held and 
stirring addresses made. 

The second meeting was held at St. Luke’s Church, Detroit, on the 
Sunday after Easter, April 12, and continued on the 13th and 15th. The 
Dean preached in the morning and in the evening missionary addresses.

ANNUAL ‘STATEMENT. 


In presenting their first annual report the Trustees of St. Barnabas. 
Hospital think it proper to make a brief statement to their patrons and 
the public in regard to their work since they took charge of the institution. 

The board was incorporated under its present name in September, 
1888. From various delays, however, the legal title to the property,which 
was held by the Brotherhood of Gethsemane, was not fully transferred to- 
the present Board of Trustees until early in the year 1884; and not until 
that time did the active work of the board commence. 

The Board of Trustees, upon assuming control, found a part of the 
property badly out of repair, and hardly any of it in a condition to suc- 
cessfully prosecute hospital work without an immediate outlay of consid-. 
erable expense. ‘There was also a floating debt, incurred for repairs and 
running expenses, for upward of twelve hundred dollars, past due, and re- 
- quiring immediate payment. ‘This required the first attention, and was. 
paid in January and February last, and most cf it was paid by members. 
of, or individuals connected with, St. Mark’s, Gethsemane, and St. Paul’s 
parishes, in this city, and the balance contributed by other friends of the- 
institution. 

But it was soon manifest that more extensive improvements and re- 
pairs must be immediately made, if the hospital was to do the work for 
which it was intended and of which it was capable. Accordingly, in the 
summer of 1884, the Trustees entered upon the work of more extensive 
repairs and changes. A new kitchen and dining room were added, the: 
plastering on the old building taken off, and the rooms replastered ; bath 
rooms added; connections made with the new sewer on Sixth street; a new 
kitchen range put in ; storm windows put on, and several improvements 
made which add greatly to the comfort of the patients, and the efficiency 
of the Hospital. Notwithstanding the unusual severity of this winter, the 
rooms have been comfortably warm. The expense of these last improve- 
ments has been about $2,100, one-half of which remains to be raised. 

While this does not complete all the improvements necessary, yet the- 
Trustees feel greatly encouraged that they will now more nearly be able 
to accomplish the work committed to their charge, and to a much greater 
extent than heretofore relieve the sick and suffering. They have now ac- 
commodations sufficient for fifty patients,and the expenses of caring for 
that number would be much smaller, proportionally, than for one-half the 
same. There are still a number of rooms in the buildings unfurnished, 
which the Board are anxious to have fitted suitable for the accommoda-- 
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tion or private patients. The income received from these would enable 
the Trustees to extend a larger measure of relief to strictly charitable pa- 
tients, which is the main object of the Board, as fast as its income will al- 
low. It is therefore hoped that friends of the hospital will see that these 
rooms are suitably furnished at an early day, and thus greatly increase its 
usefulness. 

No organized effort has yet been made to secure permanent aid and 
support to the hospital by the way of annual subscriptions from our citi- 
zens. These are absolutely necessary to successfully carry out its benevo- 
lent plans Donations in kind, which have been made to quite a large 
extent, are always most gratefully received, but are insufficient to meet 
the cash demands upon the treasury. The Board propose, at an early 
date, to make an organized effort to secure as large number of annual 
cash subscriptions as possible to meet necessary expenses, which can ony, 
be satisfied with ready money. 

The Trustees desire to express their grateful acknowleaeete to the 
physicians who have given their valuable and gratuitous services at the 
hospital during the past year. and their kindly interest in the success of 
the institution. Their relations with the Board the past year have been 
most harmonious, and agreeable, and their reward must be in the satis- 
faction of having done much to relieve the sick and suffering. In»largely 
increasing the medical and surgical staff the present year, the trustees are . 
actuated by the hope that it may result in the greatly increased influence 
and usefulness of the hospital,and also that the relations existing between 
them and the Trustees may continue in all respects as harmonious as they 
have hitherto been. 

The Trustees also desire to express their high appreciation of the ser- 
vices rendered by the matron, Mrs. Alice Pew. The position js one of 
great labor and responsibility, and since she has been in charge, has been 
filled with efticiency and, it is believed, to the general satisfaction of pa- 
tients and the Board of Trustees. ‘l’o the numerous patrons of the hos- 
pital the Board also express their grateful thanks for valuable donations 
and warm sympathy expressed. Itis our aim to publish the names of 
contributors, not because any have requested or perhaps desire it, but that 
that they may be assured their donations have been duly received. If any 
names have been omitted, it is unintentional, and will be corrected by 
notice to any member of the Board. 

With gratitude to God for the measure of success which has attended 
our efforts during the past year, the Trustees enter upon the duties of 
another year of work with the hope and confident expectation of accom- 
plishing a much greater amount of charitable work than ever before. 
They propose shortly to appeal to a generous public to aid them in removy- 
ing the remaining indebtedness of the institution by means of a charity 
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ball. This accomplished, they believe no further special and general 
appeal for help will be necessary for at least the present year, but that 
the weekly and monthly contributions of the charitably disposed will 
suffice for the current expenses. 

While the hospital is under the immediate control of the Protestant 
Episcopal churches of the city, no one is excluded from its benefits on 
account of nationality, religious belfef, or sex. The limits of its charity 
will only be controlled by its means, which, it is earnestly hoped, will soon 
be such that no applicant need be refused.

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REPORT OF THE SHELTERING ARMS. 


At the close of this Diocesan year I have the honor of presenting, in 
behalf of the Board of Directors of ‘‘ The Sheltering Arms,” our second 
annual report. 

In our record of the past year, we find much to encourage and stim- 
ulate us in the work, although it has been one of anxiety, constant watch- 
fulness and constant effort. And while occasions have sometimes arisen 
that have called for the exercise of careful and wise judgments, yet in the 
main we have only cause for gratitude and a hopeful confidence for the 
future. We are still unable to present to you an institution perfect in its 
management and appointments. Yet we are steadily striving towards. 
that end, and only need the hearty co-operation of the Church, and the 
continued blessing of our Heavenly Father to accomplish what we so 
much desire. We have deeply felt the responsibility of our position to 
this institution—its prosperity and success lige very near our hearts, and 
sleepless nights and vigilant days on the part of many of the Board can 
bear testimony to their faithfulness to the trust reposed in them. 

Our annual meeting was held at the Home on December 29th, the day 
following Holy Innocents’ Day, when our election was held. The resig- 
nation of one member was received, and another had been removed by 
death, but with these exceptions the same officers were re-elected. Th 
number of Directors was increased to twenty, with a view of securing a. 
wider representation from the churches, but in consequence of some re- 
signations and changes in the Board two of these places still remain un- 
filled, making our present number eighteen. 

Regular monthiy meetings of the Board have been held for reports. 
and consultation, with an average attendance of ten, and several special 
meetings have been called by the President to consider matters requiring 
prompt action. 

A teacher was employed during the winter months to train the older 
children in habits of industry and order, and to teach them in elementary 
branches, but at present our finances will not warrant a continuance of 
this outlay. We hope in the fall to be able to resume this branch of the 
work. In April we received the resignation of Sister Annette Relf as 
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Matron and Sister in charge, when the ladies themselves assumed a per- 
sonal oversight. Recently the services of a competent Matron have been 
seccured, also an experienced woman to take the place of head nurse. In 
October we sent out modest little paper bags which were quite generally 
distributed to the church people of Minneapolis, and met with a prompt 
and generous response. The contents of these, added to the gifts at a re- 
ception held on the 31st of December, enabled us to tide over the winter 
_ months very comfortably. At this time, also, the children were made happy 
by a Christmas Tree. The occasion was a very pleasant one, notwith- 
standing the intensity of the cold, which prevented a large attendance. 

A bountifui Thanksgiving dinner was furnished to the Home through 
the generous kindness of a member of St. Mark’s Parish, and frequent 
gifts from other friends made each holiday a joyful one. The financial 
condition of the institution remains the same as in our last report. We 
have not been able to accomplish anything toward the extinction of our 
main indebtedness of $4,500. And the funds in our treasury have often 
been so low that we have not known where to turn for relief. Yet the 
kind and often unexpected contributions of our friends in money and 
goods have come to our assistance, and these, added to the small income 
received from board have enabled us to meet every obligation of interest 
and other expenses with but little delay. 

We greatly feel the need of a definite, assured income, which might 
easily be securedif systematic offerings could be substituted for casual, 
spasmodic giving, which is at best, an uncertain reliance. 

Then if some of our wealthy churchmen could be induced to assist 
us in lifting this heavy burden of indebtedness which so greatly hampers 
us, we should indeed thank Him who ‘‘turnetb the hearts of men whith- 
ersoever He will,” and go on our way rejoicing. 

The following is a summary of our work during the past year : 
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Boxes have been received from Stillwater, Brainerd, Northfield, Sauk 
Centre, from a Children’s Society, Faribault, and from our Bishop a box of 
clothing belonging to his beloved ones who have entered into rest. 

Numerous donations of goods and money have been received from 
parishes and guilds of St. Paul and Minneapolis, while business firms of 
both cities, without regard to church, have aided us for sweet charity’s 
sake alone. To all these friends we return thanks. 
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The character of our work often brings us in special relations with 
men and women in distress, needing not only a helping hand, but Chris- 
' tian sympathy and advice. These have been freely rendered, homes have 
been found for women with infants to care for, others have been placed in 
positions to become self-supporting ; and in one instance advice and as- 
sistance given to a woman who was obliged to take her child and flee from 
a drunken husband. 

Thus in many ways do the avenues of usefulness open to us in im- 
mediate connection with our principal work, avenues which the members 
of the Board have been quick to discover and to follow. 

We have been favored with visits from the Rt. Rev. Bishop Knicker- 
backer, of Indiana, and from our own beloved Bishop, both of whom en- 
couraged us with words of interest and commendation. 

There still remains to us the mournful duty of paying a tribute of 
respect to the memory of Mrs. Matilda L. Jordan, our efficient co-laborer, 
and Secretary of the Board; a woman so richly endowed with rare quali- 
ties of mind and heart that in her death we feel we have suffered an 
incalculable loss. With an earnest devotion and enthusiasm for this 
work, she united an integrity of purpose, a wise foresight and a clear, 
practical judgment which rendered her counsels and assistance invaluable 
to the Board. Even in her last days of suffering this work rested upon 
her heart, and she was busily devising new plans for perfecting and carry- - 
ing it on, attesting her interest by many substantial proofs. 

But though the laborers fall one by one, the work of caring for 
Christ’s homeless little ones still remains, and if it be of His appointment 
as we believe, we know that He will raise up other good and true-hearted 
helpers to take the places of those who have been called to their rest and 
reward, as well as those who have been obliged to lay aside the duty. 

And so will we ever labor in this work, with singleness of aim and an 
humble reliance upon the everlasting Sheltering Arms, in the faith that 
we will receive not only the support and substantial aid of the Church, but 
at last may hear the approving words of our Master, ‘‘ Inasmuch as ye 
have done it unto one of the least of these, ve have done into Me.”’

My Dear BisHop: I beg to submit the following as a summary of the 
work done in my Missions for the year ending May 31st, 1885: 

Whole number families in the cure, as far as I am able to learn, 78; In- 
dividuals, 361; Baptisms, 11; Marriages, 14; Burials, 10; Public Services, 
151; Holy Communion celebrated, 28; Sunday Schools, 3; No. Scholars, 149; 
Sermons and addresses, 138; Catechisings, 8; Valuation Church property, 
$5,200; amount money raised for various purposes, $864. 

The Mission consists of Anoka, Elk River, Becker and Princeton, and 
in visiting these have traveled about 3,500 miles, 

The year has been an exceedingly hard and discouraging one for Anoka, 
because of the great fire on the 16th of Aug. last, which completely demol- 
ished most of the business portion of our beautiful little city; and especially 
for my Parish, as not a man, with one exception, escaped the awful scourge, 
and most of them were left financially despoiled. Otherwise the work has 
progressed fairly well, and we look for more rapid strides forward during the

My Dear BisHor:—I returned last evening from my trip to Wabasha. I 
had a most enjoyable and profitable visit with the Rev. Mr. Cornell. 

Saturday morning I held a little service for the Indians in the church, 
and instructed them. In the afternoon a nice picnic was given to the In- 
dians by several ladies. Indians and whites seemed to enioy the day. Sun- 
day morning I was present at the Sunday School service in the church, and 
instructed a class of four Indian children, and then addressed the whole 
school, 
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In the afternoon I held a regular service for the Indians and addressed 
them and exhorted them to live according to their Christian profession. 

They sang nicely and responded heartily. Poor things! Their souls were 
very hungry for the Word of Life. They appreciated the service in their 
own tongue. Their expressions of pleasure and gratitude at seeing me and 
having me give them a service seemed to know no bounds. We persuaded 
one of their number (Joseph Windrow, I believe,) to be present at the Sun- 
day School every Sunday and instruct the Indian children in the Lord’s 
Prayer, the Creed and the Calvary Catechism. 

One of the women (Wabasha’s wife, I believe,) asked after Mrs. Whipple, 
and sent her love to her. 

Sunday evening, at the regular service, I delivered my address on “ Mis- 
sion Work among the Dakotas—past, present and future.” 

Having heard that “a real live Indian” was to speak, the church was 
crowded. They listened patiently and kindly. I hope the paper will do 
some good for the cause of the Indian. 

Secoud week in June I am to deliver the same paper before the Women’s 
Indian Association, of Minneapolis.” 

The two five dollars you sent me I received, Many thanks. The one I 
sent to the Indians here and delivered your message about paying for their 
wood. 

Will you have the kindness to tell Mrs. Whipple that Mr. Cook is not 
coming. He regrets it very keenly. But he is very busy just this time of 
the year. My regards to Mrs. Whipple.

Have baptized 32 per- 
sons, 6 adults and 26 infants, of whom 2 adults and 15 infants were among 
the whites in the country about Osage, Park Rapids and.Fosston, the rest.
